SSSSUSELESE 
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ADVANCE IN BLUE VITRIOL. 


The recent advances in the price of 
blue vitriol have not come as a surprise 
to the consumers as they were fully 
aware of the higher cost of the metal,; 
and the only wonder has been that the! 
price of the sulphate was rather tardy’ 
in its start to a higher range. The 
principal consumption in this country 
is for the manufacture of Insecticides, 
the manufacturers of Paris green re- 
quiring by far the larger amount pro- 
duced. As their requirements for the 
present season are over the advance has 
not affected them and, as most of them 
have made contracts for their next sea-’ 
son’s estimated requirements, they are’ 
indifferent as to what further advances 
may be made, though it is the general 
belief that the price has reached high 
water mark and that lower prices will 
prevail later on, This is based 
on the belief that as the war in the 
East is at an end the Japanese mines 
will soon be turning out copper and 
this will come into competition with 
the metal from other producing coun- 
tries, with the result of compelling a 
reduction in the price of the metal. 
The production of copper in Japan is 
estimated at 38,000 tons per annum, of 
which 24,000 tons is exported, which 
practically means the displacement of 
the same amount of the product from 
the American mines. The consumption 
of blue vitriol was larger during the 
past fiscal year than during the fiscal 
year preceding, and the expectation 
appears to be that a still larger quan- 
tity will be required next year. This 
appears to be based on the fact that 
the demand for Paris green has kept 
up remarkably well this summer. The 
consumption of blue vitriol, however, 
is dependent upon varying conditions, 
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more especially upon whether the boll 
weevil, the cotton worm and the Col- 
orado beetle, or “potato bug,’’ require 
frequent applications of the insecticide. 
The exports of blue vitriol to Europe, 
where its principal use is in the vine- 
yards, was comparatively light during 
the past season, amounting to only 
16,146,000 pounds during the first seven 
months of the present year, as against 
24,594,000 pounds during the correspond- 
in months last year, and the _ be- 
lief is that the demand next season 
will show no improvement. The pros- 
pects appear to favor the expectation 
that prices will find their former level, 
as a break in the price of copper is re- 
garded as certain, though how long 
that may be deferred by those con- 
trolling the market for the metal it 
would be unwise to attempt to predict,

LINSEED OIL OUTLOOK. 


The price of linseed oil, from the 
consumers’ viewpoint, has been and is 
unnecessarily high, but it must be 
acknowledged that with the price of 
seed at the figures which have prevail- 
ed, the wonder should be that prices 
for oil did not go higher and the ad- 
vances come earlier. There has lat- 
terly been a disposition on the part of 
consumers to confine their purchases 
to actual current requirements, believ- 
ing that with a large seed crop in 
view low prices will prevail when new 
oil becomes available. The price of 
seed of new crop has declined as the 
certainties of a large crop has become 
assured andj) although the estimates 
vary greatly, it is acknowledged that 
there will be a large surplus, and in 
order to dispose of this the price must 
recede to a point at which it will be 
taken by Europe in competition with 
seed grown in Argentine and India, 
At present the price for future seed is 
nominally on an export basis, but Eu- 
rope does not appear to be in urgent 
need of our prospective surplus and 
foreign buyers have not entered the 
market, the supposition being that 
they are awaiting lower prices for seed, 
which they believe.will come when the 
new crop begins to move freely. What- 
ever the surplus here may amount to 
it can doubtless be placed abroad at 
a price that will compare favorably 
with that for seed from other flax 
growing countries. But this, in turn, 
will depend upon the extent of their 
crops. Crushers of seed have purchas- 
ed for future delivery at the receding 
prices and have based their price for 
oil for delivery during later months 
on the basis of the cost of the seed. 
In some instances the prices made 
have ‘been relatively low, the price of 
seed being largely a speculative value, 
as it is as yet impossible to determine 
the extent of the crop, as it may reach 
the larger estimates or not exceed the 
lower. While the purchases of oil have 
been limited, owing to a disposition to 
await a lower range of prices, there is 
also a comparative Scarcity of oil, 
some crushers having none to offer for 
prompt delivery. The offers for future 
delivery, however, have been free and 
large sales have been made at prices 
based on the lower future seed values, 
some of the larger consumers thus pro- 
viding for their requirements well into 
next year, recognizing that there may 
later come developments which will af- 
fect the price of oil to their disadvan- 
tage. The price at which sales of oil 
have been made for future delivery 
should prove attractive, whatever the 
extent of the crop of seed, as there 
have been few occasions during the 
past twenty-five years when the price 
has gone lower. True, this may prove 
a record year, but then again condi- 





tions may change and present prices 


for future oil prove low. But all pur- 
chases based on seed crop estimates 
are largely speculative and the buyer 
must act on his judgment and _ be 
willing to accept the result.

CORN PRODUCTS AGAIN HIGHER 


The advance of ten points in corn 
starch, glucose and grape sugar last 
week, making the third within the last 
month, during which period values 
have risen thirty points, offers further 
ground for belief that the controversy 
between the two leading factors is 
practically at an end. Whether any ac- 
tual settlement of the differences be- 
tween the two concerns has been 
reached is not stated, but there ‘is un- 
doubtedly more of a disposition to per- 
mit the market to respond to the posi- 
tion that seems to be warranted by the 
strength of corn. The advance last 
week establishes quotations for corn 
starch at 1.95 cents in bags and 2,10 
cents in barrels for pearl, with powdered 
maintained at an advance of five 
points. The current basis for glucose 
and grape sugar is 1.91 cents in carload 
lots. This is the highest quotation that 
has prevailed this year for glucose and 
grape sugar, but starch is not quite up 
to the level of the opening of the pres- 
ent year. The market for all corn 
products is reported quite active at the 
advancing course of values. Grain al- 
cohol has also maintained an upward 
tendency of late, and an advance of 
two cents last week, the second within 
the last month, puts the market on a 
higher level than at any time during 
the last year, 
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EVENTS OF QUININE INTEREST. 


The increased interest that has late- 
ly been manifested in Java quinine 
has attracted more than the usual at- 
tention to the sale at Batavia last 
Wednesday. The unit at the event was 
15.70 florins, according to our Amster- 
dam correspondent, against 15.80 florins 
at the July sale. In some local quar- 
ters the result was reported as un- 
changed from that at the previous auc- 
tion. But three per cent. of the offer- 
ings, amounting to 5,229 kilos, was sold, 
representing a total of about 5,500

On the basis of the lately-established 
unit, the cost to lay down Java quinine 
here would be approximately twenty 
cents, and while makers’ price for bulk 
remains at this level, dealers in Java 
are evidently at a disadvantage in mar- 
keting their holdings. The unsatisfac- 
tory position of the market has made 
some of the local dealers in Java in- 
different to replenishing their reduced 
stocks, and the availability of this va- 
riety is now said to be limited to three 
or four quarters. It may be possible 
to find occasional lots at nineteen cents, 
but nineteen and one-quarter cents is 
more generally named. Another item 
of general interest is the announcement 
of the bark shipments during August. 
These aggregated a total of 1,360,000 
Dutch pounds, a fairly large amount, 
as will be noted in the following sum- 
mary of monthly bark shipments dur-

DEGRAS MARKET LOWER. 


The unsettled conditions governing 
the market for degras has developed 
into stagnation and a marked depres- 
sion in prices, which culminated in de- 
clines in primary markets and here. 
The feature in this local market dur- 
ing the past ten days has been, and 
continues to be, the unabated selling 
pressure by large interests in Ger- 
many, who have made speculative pur- 
chases of all kinds of degras in primary 
markets, in an effort to corner the sup- 
ply. Their plans, however, fell flat, as 
importers here have been supplied by 
mills abroad and have ample avail- 
able stocks to meet the fall demand 
in this country. As a result of the 
absence of buyers, the receipts accu- 
mulated in the hands of the German 
speculative interests and they are bur- 
dened with heavy stocks. It is claimed 
that these goods were purchased un- 
der contracts during the past six or 
seven months at a price on the basis 
of about two dollars and fifty-five 
cents per hundred pounds for German 
and are now being urged for sale here 
at two dollars and thirty-five cents 
per hundred pounds, which shows a 
heavy loss. This has influenced a gen- 
eral demoralization in the trade here, 
which bids well to continue until the 
heavy offerings from the German in- 
terests are absorbed, and a normal 
market cannot be reasonably looked 
for before the middle of October, when 
it is expected that prices will be more 
settled and regain their former level 
of about two dollars and sixty cents 
per hundred pounds for German. Fur- 
ther developments as to how much 
lower prices will go are being watched 
by the trade with keen interest.

ROSIN OIL MORE ACTIVE. 

The unexpected activity in the de- 
mand from large consumers, during 
the past two weeks has had a strength- 
ening influence on prices, and manufac- 
turers here as well as in the South 
advanced their quotations. Recent 
sales of unusual large quantities for 
prompt and forward shipments have 
been made. Business from January 
first to the latter part of August has 
been decidedly slow, which was at- 
tributed to the unusual fluctuations in 
prices and the uncertainties surround- 
ing the future of the market, owing 
to the warfare which was waged in 
earnest between large interests in the 
South to control the output of rosin 
for the season of 1905-1905. Large con- 
sumers therefore, held aloof and ad- 
hered to the hand-to-mouth policy 
in making their purchases. [In order 
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to meet the usual fall demand con- 
sumers finally entered the market and 
made free purchases of supplies to re- 
plenish their stocks to meet their re- 
quirements during the fall months. 
With the recent heavy sales made and 
a seasonable demand throughout the 
balance of the year, which’ looks 
promising, business for this year bids 
well to come up to that for the past 
year and indications do not point to 
low prices owing to the exceptionally 
steady good consumption of the com- 
mon grades of rosin.

In the old law the dividing line was 
1,146,182 clearly drawn upon the protected propri- 
ee: etary right, which right is manifested by 
letters patent or by trade marks. The new 
$4,090,097 law, on the contrary, ignores this logical 


division, and is made to embrace almost 
everything sold by the retail druggist, as 
shown by the following extract from section 
19: ‘But nothing in this act shall be con- 
*trued to except from stamp tax any 
medicinal articles, whether simple or com- 
pounded by any formula, published or un- 
published, which are put up in style or man- 
ner similar to that of patent or proprietary 
medicine in general.’ 

“It will be generally admitted that all for- 
mulas published in the pharmacopoeias, dis- 
pensatories, text-books and formularies are 
the property of the public, and in all jus- 
tice the numerous simple preparations in 
common use, made from these formulas, 
should not be made to pay a special tax. 
The line of demarkation in the old law be- 
tween taxable and non-taxable articles was 
clearly drawn, whereas the perplexity inci- 
dent to an understanding of the provisions 
of the new law is strongly attested by the 
reports of the several revenue collectors. 
The provisions of the old law were based 
upon a more equitable public policy than 
the new; from the standpoint of the drug 
trade, the present law is, in every way, in- 
equitable and oppressive.’”’ 

The history of the repeal of the Span- 
ish war tax shows that the representa- 
tions of retailers received very respectful 
attention at the hands of the Senate lead- 
ers, but that owing to parliamentary con- 
ditions the Senate found it necessary to 
yield to the House, a fact that caused no 
great amount of dissatisfaction in the trade 
inasmuch as it resulted in the wiping out 
of all the stamp taxes. If, however, any 
of these taxes are to be reimposed the 
views of the retail trade will no doubt be 
\igorously urged upon Congress and, as 
already indicated, there is reason to be- 
lieve that strong influences’ will be 
brought to bear to so adjust the dividing 
line between the various classes of medici- 
nal preparations as to place the burden on 
secret remedies with the expectation that 
a tax so imposed will remain in force in- 
definitely. 

There is a very powerful contingent in 
Congress that is steadfastly opposing, not 
only tariff revision, but any form of 
revenue legislation. These Senators and 
Representatives are greatly pleased with 
the large volume of customs and internal 
revenue receipts since the beginning of 
the new fiscal year. They point to the 
fact that while the excess of expenditures 
over receipts for July and August of the 
last fiscal year amounted approximately 
to $24,000,000, the balance on the wrong 
side of the ledger for the corresponding 
months of the current fiscal year is only 
about $19,000,000, showing a gain of about 
$5,000,000. While it is not at all probable 
that this rate of increase will be main- 
tained throughout the year, nevertheless, 
it is urged that indications all noint to a 
reduction of the annual deficit consider- 
ably below $20,000,000, a shortage that 
might be met from the current cash bal- 
ance withovt embarrassment to the treas- 
ury. Under such circumstances, there- 
fore, the position is taken that the general 
prosperity of the country ought not be be 
imperilled by revenue legislation of any 
kind. 

It is an interesting fact in this connec- 
tion that nearly all the increased revenue 
for the current fiscal year is due to aug- 
mented customs collections which have 
risen from about $41,000,000 to nearly $47,- 
000,000 in the first two months. Internal 
revenue receipts show an increase of 
shout $1,000,000, making a total gain of 
$7,000.00) from these two sources which, 
however, is reduced to a net gain of about 
5.000.000 by a decline in miscellaneous re- 
ceipts of two millions.

Nothing of special interest has oc- 
curred and conditions governing the 
market for paints and colors as well as 
paint materials remain practically un- 
changed.

Corroders are tested to their utmost in 
catching up with their deliveries on 
contracts for the various lead products, 
and owing to the very light supplies in 
excess of contract deliveries buyers are 
obliged to take such lots as corroders 
can conveniently ship to them. Zincs 
are firmer and prices of French and 
German have been advanced 4c. and 
Yc. respectively. 

White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

WHITE LEAD.—The advance noted 
in our last in prices for the various 
lead products has in no way curtailed 
the demand or consumption of these 
oxides, but, on the contrary, the de- 
mand especially since the month 
opened for lead in oil has been on the 
increase. Deliveries upon outstanding 
contracts have not only been taken up 
promptly, but additional orders have 
heen booked at the advance for deliv- 
ery later in the month. Not in many 
months has the outlook for an excep- 
tionally large consumption of the va- 
rious lead products been so favorable.

BARYTES.—The market has_ been 
more active in way of additional sales 
and an improved call for supplies on 
outstanding contracts, Inquiries are 
still confined to the high grades of 
prime white color and _ fine milled 
goods. Last year at this time keen 
competition depressed prices and 
severe cuts in quotations were made, 
but conditions are now normal and no 
cutting in prices is expected until the 
contract season in December opens, 
which extends throughout January. 
Spot carload lots of prime white do- 
mestic are quoted at $16@17.50, foreign 
at $17.50@19, and floated at $18@19 and 
$19@21, respectively, according to 
quality, milling and terms of sale. Off- 
colored domestic grades are held at

to quantity, quality and _ seller,

CHALK.—The position of the mar- 
ket remains practically unchanged, and 
under scarcity of ocean freight room 
shipments on contracts are still delay- 
ed. The usual quiet dominates. the 
market and only occasional lots chang- 
ed hands at prices ranging from $3@ 
3.25 per ton, delivered, for standard 
qualities. 

CHINA CLAY.—Conditions govern- 
ing this market as similar to those are 
noted for chalk. Trade during the 
week has been confined to spot lots 
ex store and sales on the whole have 
been of a fair volume. Spot carload 
lots of high quality of imported are 
held at $17.50 per ton ex store. Round 
parcels of imported are still quoted 
at $11 per ton and upward, according 
to quality and terms of sale. Domestic 
is unchanged at $7.50 and upward. 

FULLER’S EARTH.—A quiet and 
featureless market has been experienced 
and only a small hand-to-mouth busi- 
ness in spot lots is being carried on. 
Holders are quoting spot carload lots 
of powdered at 80c. and upward per 100 
pounds, according to terms of sale.

TALC.—Aside from some sales of 
carload lots and a few import orders, 
trade in this department has been 
quiet. Holders are quoting spot car- 
load lots of prime white fine milled 
domestic at $22 and upward, and for- 
eign at $30 and upward. Spot carload 
lots of domestic are offered at $15@ 
25. French at $15@30, and Italian at $20 
@75 per ton, according to quality, mill- 
ing, quantity and terms of sale. 

TERRA ALBA.—No carload lots of 
importance have changed hands and 
only a small business of a retail char- 
acter is being carried on. Holders are 
offering spot carload lots of Ameri- 
can No. 1, 60c.; No. 2, 45c. and up- 
ward, and imported 90c. and upward, 
according to quality, quantity and 
terms of sale. 

WHITING.—Business in the way of 
withdrawals on orders and new orders 
booked for the month of August shows 
a marked interest compared with the 
sales for the same month of last year 
when strikes affected rubber and oil- 
cloth industries, checked business.

Conditions governing the local mar- 
ket for glass remain unchanged as out- 
lined in our report preceding.

It is report- 
ed that practically all the hand operat- 
ing glass plants in the United States 
will go into operation to-day. This re- 
port, however, is not confirmed and job- 
bers here doubt same, because of the 
uncertainties surrounding the move- 
ment to be taken up by the Amalga- 
mated Glass Workers, without whom 
only one-third of the hand operating 
plants can resume operations. As the 
time draws near for the starting of 
many of the larger window glass 
plants under the new Burns wage 
agreement, the opposition to the manu- 
facturers who have agreed to this scale 
has become more open and some com- 
plications are looked for.

Proper Methods in Conducting 
Paint Tests.* 


BY GUSTAVE W. THOMPSON, 


A number of years ago the president of 
our society, Dr. Dudley, wrote a series of 
papers treating of the characteristics of 
paint and, we believe, for the first time 
in the history of the art, attempting some 
scientific understanding of paint prob- 
lems. Not merely were these papers the 
first, in our opinion, that treated of the 
subject of paints scientifically, but it may 
be said that since that time practically no 
progress has been made along this line. 
It is to be deeply regretted that Dr. Dud- 
ley has not had time to enlighten the 
public further in this direction; for we are 
confident, had he been able to do so, the 
science of painting and paint manufac- 
ture would have been very much simpli- 
fied. The situation, as it is presented to- 
day, is this:—New paint materials are of- 
fered to the consumer from time to time, 
these paint materials having more or less 

value, but in regard to which the manu- 
Snaivere, as a rwe, claim a somewhat 
more universal merit than these paints in 
actual use would warrant, It is natural for 
the paint manufacturer to advocate the 
use of his product or products for every 
condition under the sun, because he hopes 
by this broad advocacy to increase their 
sule.

We do not grind zinc in oil. Lists of manufacturers 
of Zinc White Paints will be furnished on request 
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pretty well agreed, it is that there is no 
complete paint which is suitable for all 
conditions of exposure; that is, every 
paint must, at least, have its various com- 
ponents put together in different propor- 
tions, according to the condition of ex- 
posure to which It is to be subjected. 

We believe that it is the business of the 
engineer to design the paint which he is 
going to use under any given conditions. 
We believe that the paint manufacturers 
are only too anxious to supply what the 
engineer may demand. If the engineer 
starts out to select a paint, his proper at- 
titude is not to take any one of the pre- 
pared paints on the market and specify 
that because the manufacturer tells him 
it is the best for the purpose in question; 
but it is his duty to make such experi- 
ments as are practical for the purpose of 
finding out what paint is best for the con- 
ditions to which the paint surface is to be 
exposed. To examine a paint on a large 
scale is, of course, the most satisfactor 
way, provided the paint turns out well. 
We are unquestionably of the opinion that 
the surest proof of a paint is its use, just 
as we are confident that the best way to 
detect a poison is to take it internally. 
The unfortunate part of the matter is, 
however, that the use of paint in order to 
find its value may leave the user firmly 
convinced that this value is a negative 
quantity. Supposing that he is able to try 
a paint in a limited way on full-size struc- 
tures, and the result, while not a minus 
result, is really very near that—that is to 
say, suppose the result leaves him some- 
what in doubt—how is he going to tell 
whether the fault lay in the paint or its 
method of application? How can he be 
sure that the relative failure of the paint 
may not have been due to inherent de- 
structive conditions external to the paint 
itself, but peculiar to the _ structure 
painted? A painting test of this kind, 
properly called a ‘‘field test,’’ is of ines- 
timable value when accompanied by tests 
conducted under conditions all of which 
are known. These are what may be called 
“laboratory tests,’’ and, if conducted with 
care and parallel to field tests, they act 
as a check upon the results obtained by 
these field tests and give a better basis on 
which to rest scientific conclusions. These 
laboratory painting tests, made with the 
intent of exposure under service condi- 
tions, should be supplemented by other 
laboratory tests which should parallel in- 
formation enabling the engineer or paint 
chemist to determine the relative value of 
a given paint in advance of the results 
which are obtained by field or laboratory 
tests under service conditions. We must 
not reverse this order, however, and at- 
tempt to substitute purely chemical tests 
for exposure tests under service condi- 
tions until the laboratory tests have dem- 
onstrated their value, 

By the term ‘“‘painting tests’’ in our title 
we have intended to include those tests 
which can be conducted with scientific ac- 
curacy, but which at the same time are 
as close as possible to ordinary practice 
so long as. this accuracy is not impaired. 
Unfortunately, tests supposedly of this 
kind are in most cases without value. So 
much is this the case that laboratory 
painting tests are often spoken of in 
words of derision, as though they could be

made to produce any result desired by the 
skillful manipulator of the brush. In 
most cases these painting tests are made 
by persons interested in exploiting certain 
products, whereas they should be con- 
ducted principally by the consumer. The 
primary cause for the lack of value which 
these painting tests usually show is that 
they are not conducted with sufficient ac- 
curacy. Tests of this kind should be con- 
ducted under the supervision of a com- 
petent engineer or chemist and with as 
much care as if a chemical analysis were 
being made. 

Committee E, of the society, has out- 
lined a method of conducting painting 
tests for protective coatings, this method 
demanding proper attention to all those 
details which are essential to the attain- 
ment of accurate results. These tests, 
when carried out by the sub-committee 
having them in charge, should prove of 
inestimable value. There are other paints, 
however, which, though ‘“‘protective,”’ are 
used for the purpose of producing a de- 
sired finish of appearance. Most paints 
are of this kind, and I propose, with your 
permission, to say a few words about 
painting tests made, using this class of 
paints. 

Let us, to start with, take the question 
of the relative ‘‘covering power” of paints. 
To my mind, the term “covering power” 
has only one proper meaning; that is, the 
power to hide the surface painted. It is, 
as Dr. Dudley has pointed out, a function, 
first, of the light-destroying or absorbing 
power of the constituents of a paint, and, 
second, of the difference in refractive in- 
dex between the pigment and _ vehicle. 
Whatever it may be caused by, however, 
we are more interested in the actual facts 
of the case than in the reasons therefor. 
In comparing two paints for covering 
power, it is generally understood that 
these two painte should have practically 
the same color and be very nearly alike in 
tone, for the eye is not able to note ac- 
L the difference in covering which 
exists between paints of different colors 
or tones. When we compare two paints 
of the same color and tone for covering 
power our work is somewhat simplified 
when it is borne in mind that very few 
paints are homogeneous as regards pig- 
ment. Most paints contain several pis- 
ments, the principal one being a white 
pigment of some kind. Only with straight 
white or dark colors is the pigment likel 
to be homogeneous. Furthermore, wit 
the colored paints consisting largely of 
white pigment, the tinting material is so 
fine that only a very small amount is 
usually needed to give the tint desired. 
In this case, the actual covering power of 
the paint is principally dependent upon 
the white pigment present. Our greatest 
interest, therefore, centers around the 
covering power of white paints; for, when 
we wish to design a paint of a certain 
color, we usually select a given white 
paint and add to it such coloring ma- 
terials as have the highest possible tint- 
ing power and of which consequently we 
have to add the least amount possible. 
The result is that, practically speaking, 
tests for covering power, are demanded 
for white paints only, and it is of these 
that I desire to speak.

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confronted by two difficulties. The first 
of these has to do with the amount of ve- 
hicle we are to use to get the ‘‘consist- 
ency proper for painting. In the present 
state of the art there is apparently no 
method for determining this consistency; 
the consistency proper for pointing te sim- 
ply a matter of rule of thumb. here is 
nothing standard about this consistency; 
it may be one thing in winter, another in 
summer; one thing with a flat brush, an- 
other with a round brush, and still an- 
other with the squirt gun. We have a 
refuge, however, and that, it seems to me, 
is the only safe one. When we have 
mixed our paint to a “consistency 
proper,”’ in our opinion, ‘‘for pee let 
us record the formula on which we pre- 
pared the paint and let our report 
state this formula in _ full _ detail. 
If the paint was a_ prepared or 
ready-mixed paint, then the analysis of 
the paint should also be reported in as 
nearly formula form as possible. In other 
words, we may have difficulty in deter- 
mining what is the consistency proper for 
oe but we need have no difficulty 

n recording the composition of the mix- 
ture which was used in making a given 
test for covering power, and this, in the 
present state of the art, is all that we 
can ask. 

The second difficulty which presents it- 
self is in the adoption of a spreading rate 
per gallon of paint. There can in practice, 
of course, be no standard spreading rate, 
and yet we nave found that any white 
paint which has, according to our experi- 
ence, a consistency proper for — 
can be readily brushed out so as to cover 
1,200 square feet to the gallon of paint 
when applied to a fairly smoth surface, 
and in most cases, if it is not spread out 
at that rate, the paint will run. We solve 
this difficulty of the spreading rate at 
which the paint is to be applied in the 
same way that we solve the difficulty in 
connection with the consistency proper 
for painting; that is, we simply make the 
soeeacing rate followed a matter of rec- 
ord, 

To illustrate, let us suppose that we 
have received two paints which we desire 
to compare for covering power; these 
eg we will say, are prepared paints— 
hat is, they have been thinned to a ‘‘con- 
sistency proper,” in the manufacturer's 
opinion, ‘‘for eneral painting.’’ We 
would, first of all, analyze these paints to 
determine the formula on which they 
were prepared. Inasmuch as the pigments 
in the two paints may vary in composi- 
tion and, consequently, in specific gravity, 
we make a determination of the weight 

er gallon of paint as received, and, 

nowing the percentage by weight of the 
vehicle present, we calculate the percent- 
ages by volume of vehicle and pigment 
resent, which gives us a somewhat bet- 
er conception as to the nature of the 
paints, All the information we have thus 
obtained is recorded. Our next step would 
be to compare these two paints as to the 
relative ease with which they can be 
spread over the same area, without any 
eg ~ regard to their covering power. 

f we find that they can be spread over 
the same amount of surface without, as 
is usual, great difficulty, we adopt a 
Standard spreading rate for the two 
paints—say, 1,200 square feet to the gallon, 
one coat—and apply the paints to stand- 
ard prepared surfaces at that rate, and 
when we are through we compare the 
paints for their covering power or power 
to hide the surfaces painted. Now let us 
compare this method of making a gunn 
test for the covering power of white 
paints with the method usually followed. 
Jones has a paint that he wants tested. 
He takes it to his friend Brown, the paint- 
er, and wants his opinion. Brown reports 
in a few days that the paint he received 
from Jones covered better than any paint 
he had ever used. Now, Brown may have 
been perfectly honest in making this re- 
port to Jones, but unless the formula on 
which the paint was mixed and the rate 
at which it was spread is given, Brown’s 
opinion is worse than useless. 

We describe here more in detail our 
methods of comparing white paints for 
covering power: Use white pine boards, 
3% inches long by 10 inches wide and ap- 
peqsmpatety: linech thick. Each end of the 

ard is provided with a cleat having a 
tongue fitting into a groove on the end of 
the board and securely nailed on. The en- 
tire board, including the cleats, is to be 
finished to the size given above. Three of 
these boards are primed with, we will say, 
the following paint mixture:—White lead 
paste, 100 pounds; linseed oil, one-third 
boiled, 75 pounds. No attempt is made to 
secure a definite amount of priming paint 
to the unit of surface; this for the reason 
that the boards may vary considerably in 
their absorptive power. When this prim- 
ing coat is dry each board receives a diag- 
onal stripe of lampblack in japan about 
1 inch wide on one or both sides of the 
board, as may be desired. When this 
black stripe is 4 A it is given a second 
coat of paint mixed to a consistency 


proper for painting, the formula being re- 
corded. The weight per gallon of the 
paint so mixed is then obtained by finding 
its specifice gravity and multiplying by 
8.33, which gives the weight per gallon. 
Inasmuch as the board we are using has 
a total surface of 680 square inches, all 
we have to do is to find what the ratio is 
between 780 square inches and the —— 
ing rate at which we desire to apply the 
paint in order to find the fraction of the 
gallon which we wish to apply to each 
board. If the rate adopted is 1,200 square 
feet to the gallon, then we get the for- 
mula :—680 square inches : 1,200 square feet 
: : 1: x, the reciprocal of x being the 
fraction of a gallon of paint to be applied 
to each board, one coat. Having the 
weight of the paint per gallon, we easily 
get the amount of paint by weight to ap- 
ply to each board, one coat on all sides, 
When this second coat of paint is thor- 
oughly dry a similar coat is applied, and 
when dry the boards can be compared for 
the covering power of the paints on them. 
We mention the painting of three boards 
with each paint to be compared; the pur- 
pose of this is that variations in results 
are obtained between boards which are 
apparently painted in an identical man- 
ner. These variations are not great, but 
it is thought best to eliminate them, to a 
certain extent, by painting three boards 
and selecting the one giving medium re- 
sults for comparison with boards painted 
with other paints. 

Tests conducted along these lines, we 
believe, will give valuable and scientific 
results and will enable the intelligent per- 
son to draw safe conclusions. 

Let me state here by way of illustration 
of the usefulness of this method, one of 
the results obtained by tests comparing 
pure white lead and linseed oil with a 
mixture of white lead and a small amount 
of barytes with linseed oil. The pure 
white lead was mixed on the formula of 
100 pounds of white lead paste to 30 pounds 
of linseed oil. Two mixtures containing 
barytes were made on the same formula 
as the white lead and pure linseed oil, 
except that to the Pag white lead was 
added an amount of barytes correspond- 
ing to 10 per cent. by volume of the white 
lead present, and the amount of oil was 
also increased 10 per cent. so that the 
mixed paint contained in each case the 
same percentage of pigment by volume 
and the same amount of oil by volume. 
Another mixture was made, adding 20 per 
cent. by volume of barytes to the sample, 
of white lead paint and a corresponding 
amount of oil. These three paints were 
then compared by the above method for 
covering power and spread at the uniform 
rate of 1, square feet to the gallon. The 
result was that both paints containing 
barytes showed a very perceptible diminu- 
tion in covering power. Now, this illus- 
tration has not for its purpose the sayin 
of anything in favor of white lead an 
against barytes, but simply to show that 
if the statement is made that a _ small 
percentage of barytes can be added to 
white lead without impairing its covering 
power some explanation must be made as 
to the method by which such a result is 
obtained. If in any painter’s hands the 
result has been found that the addition 
of a small percentage of barytes did not 
impair the en of the white 
lead, it must have en due either to the 
fact tnat less oil was used or that less 
surface was covered per gallon of the 
paint containing barytes than by the 
straight white lead. 

Perhaps the most important test that 
can be applied to paints is a durability 
test; that is, a test as to the permanenc 
of the paint film itself. Boards painted, 
as in the making of the covering power 
tests described above, can be exposed to 
the weather and the durability of the 
paint films observed. Durability tests, to 
be of value, should be conducted with the 
same care as the covering power tests. 
The formulas on which the paints were 
mixed should be recorded, also the rate 
per gallon at which they were spread.

Quite remoay painting tests with a 
n 


view to observing the durability of va- 
rious paints were reported on to the Inter- 
national Association of Master Painters 
and Decorators, and the results obtained 
were published generally in the paint 
journals. Undoubtedly, these tests were 
conducted conscientiously, and the con- 
clusions reported give honest opinions 
about the results obtained. We feel, how- 
ever, compelled to question these results 
for several reasons which appear very im- 
portant. In the first place, single boards 
only were painted with each paint and ex- 
posed. At least three boards should have 
been painted and exposed alongside of 
each other, and the board which showed 
results about the average of the three 
should have been selected for comparison 
with other paints similarly selected. Very 
frequently it will be found that two 
boards painted apparently in the same 
manner and with the same paint will 
show differences in results due to differ- 
ences in the boards themselves. In the 
second place, the formulas on which the 
paints were mixed are not stated with 
sufficient detail. In the third place, there 
is no information given as to the spread- 
ing rate at which the respective paints 
were applied. Considering any two of the 
boards, the paint on one board may have 
been twice as thick as on the other, for 
all we know to the contrary. We have 
very little doubt that the thicker the paint 
film, the greater its durability. This em- 
hasizes the importance of having paint- 
ng tests conducted under the supervision 
of the engineer or chemist. The ordinary 
master painter is, we believe, thoroughly 
competent to interpret results and to con- 
duct field tests on full-size structures, but 
when it comes to preparing boards for ex- 
posure special training is required, such 
as the chemist or engineer only can be 
said to have. 

To conclude, no matter what the paint- 
ing test may be, whether it be of colored 
paints or white paints, whether it be with 
homogeneous or mixed pigments, whether 
it be for covering power or durability, the 
essential features that we should insist 
upon are that the formula of the paint 
should be stated fully; that the thickness 
of the film, or what is the same thing, the 
rate at which the paint is spread, should 
also be stated. These two requisites of 
proper painting tests should also be de- 
manded in all tests for the permeability 
of paint films or their permanency, no 
matter how these tests may be applied. 
If we wish to compare two paint films for 
their permeability by the dextrine test, 
we should know, to start with, that these 
two films have approximately the same 
thickness. It is a safe assumption that 
the thicker the paint film, the less its 
permeability. If we desire to compare two 
paint films for their permanency, we 
should know that these two paint films 
are of the same thickness, as the elastic- 
ity and general life of the film are pro- 
portionate to its power of resistance to 
oxidizing influences, and the thicker the 





film the more permanent are its inner 
parts.—Chemical Engineer. 
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Decrease of American Trade with 


Germany. 


German government trade statistics 
just issued show America’s trade with 
Germany to have so fallen off, formerly 
the heaviest exporter to Germany, since 
the past twelvemonth has fallen behind 
Great Britain. A very telling example 
of what will be the probable result 
should no agreement be reached with 
the United States and duties be levied 
conformable to the General Tariff im- 
posed by Germany is the following. 
Taking as a basis exports to Germany 
during the year 1904, the United States 
importers of several staple products 
would have to pay additional duty to 
the following amounts in marks:— 





On refined petroleum, an extra duty of.31,087,616 
Om Tard occccccccssccescece . 2,265,020 
On mineral lubricating oils . 2,109,216 
On oleomargarine .......+.. 558, 660 


Cottonseed oil, suet, crude lead, blad- 
ders, turpentine and other resin oils, 
phosphate of lime, etc., would, accord- 
ing to the General Tariff rates, be ad- 
mitted free of duty. For all that the 
disadvantages accruing to both coun- 
tries would be almost ruinous to trade 
in general. 


“An authority sent to America,” accord- 
ing to an official bulletin, ‘‘to report on 
the prospects of tariff revision writes that 
Germany could come to favorable terms 
with the American government, provided 
the German Federal Council would make 
up its mind to repeal two very obnoxious 
and prohibitive ordinances, namely, the 
certificate required for pork inspection 
and the annulment of the ordinance pro- 
hibiting the importation of live cattle from 
the United States. ‘Owing to the fact,’ 
says our authority, ‘of a rigorous trichinae 
inspection being required by the German 
government of all cattle and meat intro- 
duced into German territory, whether cer- 
tificates of previous inspection are pro- 
duced or not, it seems to be entire- 
ly superfluous to require such certifi- 
eates of the American importer, all the 
more as little confidence is apt to be 
placed in the same.’ ‘The prohibitory 
ordinance against the importation of 
American cattle was primarily owing to 
the Texas fever,’ but cattle from in- 
fected districts could easily be excluded 
by special ordinance, and no one would 
think of finding fault, especially as is well 
known, Texas fever is confined to the 
Southern States and appears sporadically 
only.”’

LINSEED.—The situation is a pecu- 
liar one. While State and Western oil 
is held at 52c. and city oil at 54c., at 
which there is a good jobbing demand, 
buyers usually only buy such stocks 
as their current wants require. There 
is one State crusher who is selling 
a single car, his option of shipping 
during September at 44c., but declines 
to sell more than a single car to one 
buyer and later offered at 42c., with 
sales of several cars reported. At 
the same time second hands, who 
have surplus stocks of oils, are job- 
bing at 50c. There is very little Sep- 
tember or early October oil being of- 
fered for the reason there are only a 
few mills running or likely to run dur- 
ing September, unless the seed situa- 
tion becomes more settled, as prices for 
late months have been easier as well 
as irregular during the week. There 
has been considerable business done in 
futures for late October up to March 
on the basis of 36c. and 37c., about 
3,000 bbls. being taken within the range; 
1 car, however, for November was sold 
by the State crusher mentioned above 
at 35c., but declined to sell a larger 
quantity either for November or later 
months. As seed has about reached an 
export basis it is hard to say what the 
future of the oil market will be during 
the next thirty days, as it will depend 
largely upon the course of the seed 
market. We discuss the situation 
editorially in this issue. 

COTTONSEED.—Up to the close of 
the month the leading company held 
prices steady for prompt, September 
and early October by taking all oil of- 
fered, but more especially spot oil, on 
the last day of the month of about 4,500 
bbls. at 80%c. down to 30%c. With the 
opening of the month, they having ac- 
complished their ends, withdrew and 
prices eased off, with sales of Septem- 
ber oil at 291¢c., but closed with 29%c. 
bid. It was only natural that a reac- 
tion should occur, besides Friday was 
delivery day, the tenders being larger 
than was expected, this, with interven- 
ing holiday, before active trading 
would occur, it was natural that 
buyers were anxious to close out 
or deliver what oil they had on 
hand. While prices may fluctuate 
a few points in the near future it is 
doubtful if any marked decline will oc- 
cur, or at least not until more definite 
news is learned regarding new crop 
conditions. With pure lard at 8c. or 
over packers are all busy with com- 
pound lard, and all buyers of bleaching 
oil for prompt on the basis of 28\c., 
loose, Chicago, at which they have 
taken 15 to 20 tanks, now bidding 28c.; 
off yellow has also sold for prompt 
basis 27c., loose, Chicago, and 3 tanks 
at 26c., loose, Memphis. The only dis- 
turbing factor is the corn crop, and this 
will have no influence on hogs until 
after January. Meanwhile another fac- 
tor needs watching, and that is linseed 
oil, which has had a sharp decline 
abroad, but more particularly the home 
situation, as futures are being sold at 
prices almost on a parity with cotton

oil, and unless flaxseed reaches an ex- 
port basis that would take from 5,000,000 
to 10,000,000 bushels of the new crop, 
which is estimated at 25,000,000 bushels 
or over, to say nothing of the amount 
of old seed on hand, linseed oil may not 
only sell on a parity but become a com- 
peting grease of cotton oil, not so much 
at home as abroad. New crop crude 
is offered in a limited way for Septem- 
ber and October at 23'%4c. for Southeast, 
but buyers have reduced their bids %c. 
Texas sold recently at 22%4c. up to 23'4c. 
for 50 tanks; according to date of de- 
livery, but with weather conditions re- 
ported unfavorable to new crop, the 
mills have been indifferent about sell- 
ing too freely. There has been a good 
demand for winter and other high 
grades of oil on the basis of 3lc. up to 
33c., about 3,000 bbls. being taken in 
lots within the range. The market 
closes easy on spot at 29%c. bid, 29%c. 
asked; October 30@30%c. November, De- 
cember and January, 30@30%c.; Febru- 
ary 304%@30l4c., and May 30%@30%c., 
sales having been made of 1,500 bbls. at 
30%c., and 300 do. at 30l44c. In speaking 
more in detail of the transactions on 
’Change, Monday opened up c., but 
eased off before the close. Sales—2,200 
October 3l1c., 1,500 September 30%c., 100 
each November-January 3lc., 300 Aug- 
ust 30%c., 400 September 30%c., 200 Jan- 
uary 3ic., and 5 tanks Southeast crude 
September-October 23\%4c. Receipts 2,834 
bbls. Tuesday more pressure to sell, 
and prices eased off %4c.; 1,500 Septem- 
ber 3014c., 500 October 31c., 900 January 
30%4c., 1,000 white oil prompt 32c. Re- 
ceipts, 2,163 bbls. Wednesday only a 
moderate trading, buyers and sellers 
being apart; 700 September 30l4c., 300 
January 30%c. and 5 tanks September 
crude 23%c. Receipts, 248 bbls. Thurs- 
day opened with a rush, as the leading 
company was a free buyer of spot oil; 
1,700 spot 30%c., 1,000 do. 30%4c., 1,500 do. 
30%c., 500 do. 30l4c., closing with Sep- 
tember offered at 30c. Receipts, 1,572 
bbls. Friday was dull and prices eased 
off for want of support; 100 October 35c., 
1,500 May 30%c., 500 do. 30l4c., 200 Sep- 
tember 39%c. and 10 tanks September 
crude 23c. Receipts, 1,000 bbls. Satur- 
day was virtually a holiday, though 
the Exchange was not closed, but about 
all hands had skipped to the country 
over the holiday.

*side remains cheap and has been seriously 
affected by the recent decline of American 
flaxseed. Should this crop really be as large 
as it is predicted, it will probably mean low 
prices of linseed oil during the balance of the 
year and, consequently, a considerable decrease 
in the consumption of cotton oil, 





Cocoanut Oils, Etc. 


CEYLON.—The market for spot Cey- 
lon is firm, with only limited stocks 
available for prompt delivery below 7c. 
There is, however, some Singapore or 
Ceylon pressed oil which is obtainable 
at 6%c., possibly a shade less would be 
accepted. Shipments from September 
to April are held at 6%@6%%c; if any- 
thing, they are firmer than spot oil.

is named, with jobbing sales within the 
range, September-November shipments 
are held at 74@7%c., with bids %c. de- 
clined. 

CORN.—The market is easier with 
car lots quoted at 3.60c. and 3c. bid 
for a few single car lots for September. 
There is a good jobbing demand for 
store parcels at 3.75c. and up, as to 
quantity and seller. 

PALM.—The market is firmer in all 
positions. Recent arrivals all sold for 
consumption and what business is be- 
ing done is for jobbing parcels at 5c. 
for red, and 5%c. for oman and up, 
as to quantity and seller. Palm ker- 
nel is firmer at 6%@6%c., seaboard de- 
livery, with 6c. bid and declined for 
50 tons. 

OLIVE.—The market for spot yellow 
is firm at 56@58c., as to quality and 
seller, at which jobbing sales are be- 
ing made. As no one cares to sell 
round lots as to replace them they 
would have to pay more money, conse- 
quently they are holding off until new 
crop oil is in better supply. Green oil 
is held at 57@59c., as to quality. 
Foots on the spot of a choice quality 
are held at 5%@5%c., but off grades 
are dull at 5c. or even less. Shipments 
of new crop of a choice green quality 
are held at 5c., with off quality dull 
at 4%c. 

We have the following from Mar- 
seilles under date of Aug. 17:— 

No change in olive oil prices. Spanish 
prime yellow is at £35, French at £32 10s, 
with upward tendency. 

Foots.—Off color foots for January-July 
delivery have been sold on the footing of 








£23 c. i. f. New York, although it is not for 
the United States, and only for a 250-ton 
lot. It shows the buyers eager to cover 
themselves at such price and to have a sure 
basis to sell their green soap on, as crops 


are yet on the probability style. 


MUSTARD.—Only a small jobbing 
demand for spot lots is reported at 
d2c., but for round lots 50@5dlc. would 
probably be accepted, 

RAPE.—The buik of the demand at 
the moment is for the burning grades, 
which are selling freely at 62c., but as 
regards biown and refined there is 
almost no demand and prices are nom- 
inal at 56c. and up, as to quantity and 
seller, 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD.—Reports from Newfoundland 
note that the fishery on the south and 
west coasts may be considered as be- 
ing closed and with few exceptions was 
a failure. On the French shore and 
northern bays fairly good catches are 
being made. The Labrador voyage 
bids well to turn out good, but the 
catches thus far have been restricted 
by wet and unfavorable weather, ac- 
companied by east winds. The Straits 
fishing is progressing well. First hand 
parcels of Newfoundland for prompt 
shipment are held at 40@4lc., according 
to quality, duty paid, delivered, and 
domestic at 35c. and upward, accord- 
ing to quantity and quality, delivered. 
There continues a seasonable demand 
resulting in small spot jobbing sales 
at 41@42c. for Newfoundland, and 36@ 
37c. for domestic. 

DEGRAS.—The market is very weak 
and prices are depressed in  conse- 
quence of large quantities being press- 
ed for sale from abroad on this market. 
In the absence of ready buyers prices 
declined and free offerings resulting 
in sales at following prices have been 
made. Carload lots of high grade 
German 2.48c. and upward, according 
to quality, French Moellen 5@6‘sc., and 
French at 2.45c. and upward. English 
at 2.40c. and upward, according to 
quality. Domestic French Moellen was 
held at 4@4%c., and American is offer- 
ed at 2.65@2.70c. for carload lots on the 
spot. Forward shipments of German 
are quoted at 2.35c. and upward, ac- 
cording to quality. Further details re- 
garding the situation will be found in 
the editorial columns of this issue. 

LARD OIL.—In response to a higher 
market for lard and improved inquiries 
for parcels of prime oil for fall deliv- 
ery, manufacturers have advanced 
prices and are quoting carload lots of 
prime winter at 62c. and upward, and 
extra prime at 60c. and up, and off 
prime at 49c. and upward, according 
to quality and terms of sale. The job- 
bing trade remains quiet but the de- 
mand has been seasonable, 

MENHADEN.—Fishing in the North 
has improved, but in the South the 
catches being’ made are still small. 
Little interest is being centered in 
crude oil and we hear of no sales of 
importance. Prices remain unchanged 
without quotable change. The demand 
tor spot jobbing parcels of pressed oils 
continues moderate and dealers are 
quoting on the basis of 28c. for brown 
strained, and lc. per gallon more for 
light strained. Carload lots are draw- 
ing little attention and light oil at 
about 24c., delivered, was obtainable. 

NEATSFOOT.—Only small lots pass- 
ed into direct consumption and few 
first hand sales of carload lots could 
be traced. Manufacturers are offering 
carload lots of prime at 49c. and up- 
ward and cold test oil on the basis of 
95c. and upward for 20 deg. 

RED.—The special brands of saponi- 
fied have strengthened slightly and in 
some instances manufacturers are nam- 
ing higher prices. It is rumored that 
some sales for export for fall delivery 
at about 44%@4%c. have been made. 
The home trade bought sparingly and 
business is still being confined to small 
lots for immediate consumption at 
prices ranging from 4%@5ic., according 
to brand, quantity and seller. Carload 
lots of elaine are firmer at 35c. and 
upward, according to quality and 
terms of sale. Inferior makes of sa- 
ponified oil are offered at about 4@4\%c. 
and upward, 

TALLOW OIL.—The undertone to 
prices remains steady, but business in 
carloads has been light and a moderate 
jobbing demand is noticeable. Man- 
ufacturers are quoting carload lots of 
acidless at 57c., prime at 5le., and dark 
at 46c. Jobbing parcels on the spot are 
selling slowly at 1@2c. per gallon above 
the prices named for carload lots, 

WHALE AND SPERM.—The New 
Bedford market for sperm oil has been 
more active and sales to manufacturers 
comprised 800 bbls., and of whale oil 
sales of 700 bbls. of South Sea for 
manufacture have been effected; all at 
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private terms. 
of crude oil at New Bedford on August 
28 has been reduced to 11,870 bbls. of 
sperm oil, and the stock of whale oil 
is now 250 bbls. The local demand for 
jobbing lots of pressed sperm oil has 
been seasonable, with sales at former 
prices. First hand parcels of natural 
sperm winter are quoted at 60c., and 
natural winter whale is offered at 42c, 
Small spot jobbing parcels are selling 
at 1@2c. per gallon more, 
Mineral Oils, 


Under a seasonable demand and fair 
deliveries on outstanding orders prices 
remain steady without quotable change. 
The resumption of many plants early 
in September has brought out an im- 
proved demand for various kinds of 
lubricants. Manufacturers are quoting 
former prices, less discounts, according 
to quantity and terms of sale. 

Oil Cake, Meal, Ete, 


There is only a limited demand for 
prompt linseed cake for which $28.50 
has been paid, but for futures there is 
almost no sale, except at from $1.50 to 
$2 less per ton. Ovr telegrams give 
the cottonseed cake and meal situa- 
tion more in detail. 


Wax, Lard, Tallow, Ete. 


PARAFFINE WAX.—In some _ in- 
stances a slight improvement from 
home consumers for refined wax is no- 
ticeable and inquiries are» mostly for 
lots for delivery in the fall, but sales 
have been moderate. Manufacturers 
are naming previous prices for parcels 
of refined on the basis of 6@6'%c. for 120 
degrees melting point. Crude is steady 
at 5@5\%c., according to color and terms 
of sale. The exports from New York 
for the week ending August 30 amount- 
ed to 2,302,646 Ibs., against 1,513,587 Ibs. 
the preceding week. 

WHALEBONE.—The New Bedford 
market has been more active and sales 
of 10,000 Ibs. of Arctic have been made. 
Holders there are firm and ure quoting 
$5 per lb, for prime Arctic bone. The 
approximate stock on August 28 was 
reduced as follows:—At New Bedford— 
Arctic, 52,000; Northwest, nil; South 
Sea, 4,500. Elsewhere—Arctic, 7,500; 
Northwest, nil; grand total, 64,000 Ibs. 
The local market remains unchanged. 
The exports from New York for the 
week ending Aug. 31 included 2,493 Ibs. 
to Havre and 1,742 Ibs. to Bremen. 
The clearance prices were about $3,50@ 
3.55 per lb., respectively. 

TALLOW.—The market is firm at 
45gc., with 4%4c. bid for city hdds.; tes. 
are held at 4%c., and prime country at 
4%c. and up, as to quality, edible 5%c. 
This market is much lower than 
Western markets, but buyers are indif- 
ferent. 

GREASES.—The market is quiet but 
steady. Yellow is quoted at 3%@4c., 
house 4@414c. and light bone 44%@4%4c.

_ A recent publication of the Domain Min- 
istry expresses an opinion upon the manu- 
facturing of the different Roumanian 
crude oil marks in the following man- 
ner:—‘*With the crude oils, whose higher 
fractions have a great specific gravity and 
are more or less viscous, the temperature 
limits within which good illuminating oil 
is obtainable lie nearer together than in 
crude oils whose higher fractions are pro- 
portionately specifically light and of tri- 
fling viscosity. In order to obtain from 
Bushtenari oil an illuminating oil with 
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The approximate stock | from 0.805 to 0.810 specific gravity and legal 


flash point the temperature must be kept 
between 130 deg. and 260 deg. C. and the 
first fraction distilled immediately over 
260 deg. C. has 0.865 specific gravity. On 
the other hand, from the crude oil of 
Glodeni an illuminating oil of the same 
specific gravity and 30 deg. flash point is 
obtained by distillation between 120 deg. 
and 320 deg. C., consequently the quantity 
is considerably higher than with the 
Bushtenari mark and the specific gravity 
of the fraction passing immediately after 
320 deg. C. is 0.844. Suitable experiments 
show that the distillates producing the 
best illuminating oil are obtained between 
the range of 0.750 and 0.860 specific gravity. 
The above limits could serve as a meas- 
ure in the distillation in order to obtain 
an illuminating oil of higher quality. For 
the light crude oils from Campeni-Perjol, 
Tetzcani and Baicoi the specific gravity 
of the illuminating oil fraction barely 
reaches 0.840 deg. The oils from Campeni- 
Perjol, Tetzcani, Casin, Glodeni and Bai- 
eoi yield good and abundant illuminating 
oils. The illuminating oil production fluc- 
tuates between 40 per cent. and 60 per 
eent. In the production of the fields Cam- 
pina and Bushtenari, which contribute the 
lion’s share to the production of the coun- 
try, the proportion of illuminating oil is 


different. For Bushtenari it is from 30 per 
cent. to 35 per cent., for Campina 45 
per cent. From very heavy crude oils, 


as that from the field Gura-Ocnitzei, one 
ean obtain 20 per cent., at most, of good 
petroleum. The residuums suitable for 
manufacturing into lubricating oils come 
from the crude oils of Gura-Ocnitzei, 
Tega and Tzintea, and the two former in 
particular yield lubricating oil equal to 
that of Russia.’’—Naphta.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTNE.—Prices 
fluctuated %#@lc, per gallon in response 
to like changes in the Savannah, clos- 
ing steady at 6444c. per gailon for ma- 
chine bbis. and 4c. less tor oil bbls., in 
yard, showing a net gain for the week 
of Yc. per gailon, The Savannah mar- 
ket closed hrm in response to all offer- 
ings there being absorbed, and the of- 
ficial bid price closed at 60%@6ic., 
showing an advance for the week of 
about lc. per gallon. During the week 
the local market touched 63c., at which 
sales of machine parcels in yard were 
made, but toward the close sales of 300 
bbls. at 63%c. were effected and later 
6444c. was asked. Trade throughout the 
week has been quiet and first hand 
sales embraced some 800 bbls., in yard, 
The jobbing demand was quiet and 
sales for the week were fair, consider- 
ing the time of the year, at prices rang- 
ing from 6344c. up to 64%@65c. for ma- 
chine bbls., and %c. for oil bbls., in 
yard. More activity early in Septem- 
ber is looked for. 

ROSIN.—Prices made a general ad- 
vance of 5@20c. per 280 Ilbs., for all 
grades, in sympathy with advances in 
Southern markets.

The Duty on Olive Oil 
Washington, Sept. 1, 1905. 


The ‘Treasury Department has for- 
warded to the collector at New York, and 
will promulgate for the guidance of the 
entire customs service, a decision of the 
highest importance to all importers of 
olive oil. ‘Yhe ruling settles a question 
that has been raised from time to time 
since the Dingley tariff act was passed 
and is in favor of the contention of the 
leading houses engaged in importing oils 
and, therefore, is contrary to the view 
of certain domestic producers who have 
sought to secure such construction of the 
law as would penalize importers under 
ertain circumstances, 
7 The issue ruled upon is whether im- 
porters whose importations of olive oil 
are invoiced “for manufacturing or me- 
chanical purposes, fit only for such use, 
and valued at not more than 60 cents per 

gallon” are liable to additional duties un- 
der Section 32 of the Dingley act if upon 
appraisment the oil is found to be worth 
more than 60 cents per gallon or fit for 
use as food. The tariff act contains two 
provisions relating to olive oil, that above 
quoted covering oil fit only for mechani- 
cal purposes and valued at not more than 
60 cents per gallon, which is found in 
paragraph 626 of the free list, and the 
provision in paragraph 40, as follows:— 

“Olive oil, not specially provided for in 
this act, 40 cents per gallon; in_ bottles, 
jars, tins or similar packages, 50 cents 
per gallon.” 

Section 32 of the Dingley act amending 
Section 7 of the customs administrative 
act of 1890 contains the following provi- 
sion:— 

“If the appraised value of any article 
of imported merchandise subject to an 
ad valorem duty, or to a duty based 
upon or regulated in any manner by the 
value thereof, shall exceed the value de- 
clared in the entry, there shall be levied, 
collected and paid, in addition to the du- 
ties imposed by law on such merchan- 
dise, an additional duty of one per cen- 
tum of the total appraised value thereof 
for each one per centum that such ap- 
praised value exceeds the value declared 
in the entry, but the additional duties 
shall only apply to the particular article 
or articles in each invoice that are so 
undervalued, and shall be limited to fifty 
per centum of the appraised value of such 
article or articles. Such additional du- 
ties shall not be construed to be penal, 
and shall not be remitted, nor payment 
thereof in any way avoided except in 
cases arising from a manifest clerical 
error, nor shall they be refunded in case 
of exportation of the merchandise, or on 
any other account, nor shall they be sub- 
ject to the benefit of drawback; pro- 

vided, that if the appraised value of any 
merchandise shall exceed the value de- 
clared in the entry by more than fifty 
per centum, except when arising from a 
manifest clerical error, such entry shall 
be held to be presumptively fraudulent, 
and the collector of customs shall seize 
such merchandise and proceed as in case 
of forfeiture for violation of the customs 
laws.’ 

In view of these three provisions of the 
existing tariff act the question is raised 
as to whether the duties levied by para- 
graphs 40 and 626 on olive oil may be said 
to be “based upon or Sanmianal in any 
manner by the value thereof’ within the 
meaning of Section 32, and, therefore 
whether, if olive oil invoiced’ as entitled 
to free entry is found to be fit for food 
or worth more than 60 cents per gallon, it 
is liable to be penalized for un ervalua- 
tion and subjected to seizure if the under- 
valuation amounts to 50 per cent. of the 
invoiced price. The contentions of both 
sides of this controversy are set forth in 
the following memorandum upon which 
the Department’s ruling is based:— 

“On one hand it is contended that it is 
incumbent upon the appraisers to find in 
addition to the first fact whether or not 
the olive oil is for manufacturing or me- 
chanical purposes, and to the second fact 
whether fit only for such use, the further 
fact that he must ascertain its value; that 
the latter fact brings the importation 
within the scope of the provisions of Sec- 
tion 32 of the act of July 24, 1897, if the 
appraiser adds to the invoice or ‘entered 
value of the imported merchandise, and 
hence makes the importation liable to ad- 
ditional duty under said Section 32, not- 
withstanding the fact that the classifica- 
tion of the merchandise under paragraph 
40 of the present tariff act fixes the rate 
of duty without limitation as to value. 

“On the other hand, the opinion is ex- 
prensee that a case like that cited herein 

not covered by the provisions of Sec- 
tion 32 of the act of July 2, 1897, first for 
the reason that paragraph 40 fixes a flat 
rate of duty without reference to the cost 
of the merchandise, and hence, as the 
duty y under paragraph 40 is not regulated 
or controlled in any manner by the value 
af the merchandise, but simply as to the 
character of the package in which it is 
contained, that Section 32 of the act of 
July 24 1897, has no application. The fact 
that the merchandise is excluded from 
free entry by reason of an addition in 
value by the appraiser beyond 60 cents 
er gallon, notwithstanding the fact that 
he merchandise may fulfill the condi- 
tians of paragraph 626, in other respects, 
to wit, ‘for manufacturing or mechanical 
purposes fit only for such use,’ does not 
warrant the imposition of additional duty 
under the provisions of Section 32 of the 
act of July 24, 1897; or, in other words, the 
exclusion from classifications under para- 
graph 626 does not penalize the importa- 
tion other than imposing the rate of duty 
applicable under paragraph 40 of the pres- 
ent tariff act; nor would seizure be justi- 
tied in a case where the appraiser added 
to the entered value of olive oil more 
than 50 per cent. under that portion of 
Section 32, which provides ‘that if the ap- 
praised value of any merchandise shall 
exceed the value declared in the entry by 
more than 50 per centum, except when 
arising from a manifest clerical error, 
such entry shall be held to be presump- 
tively fraudulent,’ for the reason that 
said sentence is in the nature of a cor- 
relative sentence and must be read in 
conjunction with that which precedes it 
in Section 32, or in other words, they 
must be read together.’”’ 

After careful examination of the law 
and of the considerations set forth above 
the Department has decided that Section 
32 does not apply to olive oil, and, there- 
fore, that additional duties for alleged 
undervaluation cannot be assessed there- 
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on. In reply to a letter from the collector 
at New York, by whom this question 
was recently raised, Assistant Secretary 
Reynolds says:— 


“The department duly received your letter in 
which your request to be advised whether ad- 
ditional duties should be assessed under Section 
32 of the act of July 24, 1897, upon olive oil 
when advanced by the appraiser from below to 
above 60 cents per gallon in value. 

““As the additional duty provided for by said 
Section 82 applies only to articles subject to 
an ad valorem duty or to a duty based upon 
or regulated in any manner by the value there- 
of, the question presented is whether olive oil 
is subject to an ad valorem duty or to a duty 
based upon or regulated by value. 

“Olive oil is subject to duty under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 40 of the act of 1897, 
which reads as follows:— 

** ‘Olive oil, not specially provided for in this 
act, 40 cents per gallon; in bottles, jars, tins 
or ‘similar packages, 50 ‘cents per gailon.’ 

“The rates of duty therein provided are spe- 
cific rates, in no way based upon or regulated 
by vaiue, and the same are the only rates ot 
duty upon olive oil provided for by existing 
tariff laws. 

‘‘Paragraph 626 of said act, however, pro- 
vides that ‘olive oil for manufacturing or me- 
chanical purposes, fit only for such use and 
valued at not more than 60 cents per gallon,’ 
shall be free of duty. 

“‘Under said paragraph 40 and 626 of the ex- 
isting tariff act read together, olive oil, import- 
ed or fit for uses other than for manufactur- 
ing or mechanical purposes, is dutiabie re- 
gardiess of value, and such oil imported or fit 
only tor such uses is dutiable if valued at more 
and free, if valued at less, than 60 cents per 
gallon, 

‘Section 32 of said act could not, therefore, 
by any possibility be applied to olive oil im- 
ported or fit for uses other than manufacturing 
or mechanical purposes, for the reason that the 
same is subject to the specific rates provided 
by paragraph 40, and under no contingency is 
the same free, or subject to any other rate of 
duty. Nor, in’ the department’s opinion, is said 
section 32 applicabie to olive oil fit only for 
mecnanical or manufacturing purposes, tor the 
reason that the same is primarily dutiabie 
under paragraph 40, and it is not the effect of 
paragraph 626 to render the same subject to 
other rates of duty, based upon or regulated 
by value, but merely to render the same free 
or duty it valued at less than 60 cents. You 
will be governed accordingly.”’ 


It is an interesting fact that although 
the Dingley tariff law has now been in 
force for more than eight years the ques- 
tion ruled upon by the Department has 
never been brought to an issue in the 
courts. 1t will be noted, however, that 
the Department’s ruling applies not only 
to Olive oil, but to any other article the 
duty on which is regulated in a similar 
manner.

The activity of pepsin in dissolving al- 
bumin in the presence of acid is the only 
means we have of recognizing this enzyme 
and at the same time determining its pro- 
teolytic action. 

To quantitatively determine the activity 
of pepsin the methods employed are usu- 
ally () To act upon uncoagulated egg- 
albumin in a hydrochloric acid solution, 
and at the end of the experiment to de- 
termine the amount coagulable in the re- 
mainder. (2) To act upon coagulated egg- 
albumin or blood fibrin, in a hydrochloric 
acid solution and weigh the undissolved 
albumin. These methods necessitate filtra- 
tion from the undigested portion, and, for 
an inquiry relative to proteolysis, I found 
them unsuitable, as 1 had to deal with 
comparatively large volumes of liquid 
varying much in their rate of filtration. 

The method I employed to determine the 
activity of pepsin is, 1 think, of sufficient 
interest to bring before the society. It oc- 
curred to me that the albumin, calculated 
from the nitrogen which goes into solu- 
tion during proteolysis, could be taken as 
a measure of the activity of pepsin. 

In a paper on “The Hydrolytic Func- 
tions of Yeast’’ I pointed out the import- 
ance of keeping the yeast in suspension, 
and in a paper on the ‘‘Hydrolytic and 
Fermentative Functions of Yeast’’ I de- 
scribed a specially constructed piece of 
apparatus, by means of which I was able 
to conduct two experiments side by side, 
and also to keep the solutions undergoing 
either fermentation or hydrolysis at a 
constant temperature and continuously 


stirred. 

The digestion of albumin by pepsin has, 
in common with the work mentioned, the 
necessity for keeping the solvent and solid 
continuously agitated, and at a constant 
temperature, and the experiments I shall 
describe in support of the method I em- 
ploy to determine the activity of pepsin 
were conducted with the above-mentioned 
apparatus, 

It is obvious that in carrying out experi- 
ments, the results of which are based on 
the quantity of nitrogen which goes into 
solution by the action of pepsin the 
amount of nitrogen in the Pr sin itself 
must be known. Although etermined 
the nitrogen in the blood-fibrin, and egg- 
albumin, it was not necessary except to 
prove that the process (Kjeldahl’s) for de- 
termining the nitrogen could be relied 
upon to give a true measure of the 
amount of albumin which goes into solu- 
tion. It is also evident that if it is re- 
quired by this method to determine the 
influence of any solution containing or- 
ganic nitrogen on peptic digestion, the 
amount of this in the solution must 
Known, 

Two determinations of the albumin in 
the pepsin gave (1) 21.87 per cent., (2) 21.39 
per cent., average, 21.63 per cent. 

Three determinations of the albumin in 
the finely divided blood-fibrin gave @ 85.9 
per cent., (2) 87.9 per cent., (3) 3 per 
cent., or an average of 87.4 per cent. 

Preparation of Egg-Albumin.—The white 
of three fresh eggs was carefully sepa- 
rated from the yolk, and after mixing, 
was poured on to a flat-bottomed nickel 
dish. The dish covered with a watch 
glass was placed level on a water bath in 
the cold, and the temperature gradually 
raised till the albumin was coagulated; it 
was then allowed to remain on the bath 
for ten minutes. It is important to cover 
the albumin with the glass to oven’ the 
formation of a hard scum on its surface, 
which is practically unacted upon a pep- 
sin. Indeed, in my opinion, ey 
bearing on ‘the digest! on of eges, indif- 
ferently cooked without the shell. After 
cooling the egg-albumin, about mm, 
thick, was cut on the dish into discs, with 
a cork borer 6 mm, in diameter. In this

e of Procedure.—In the apparatus 
already referred to there are two glass 
cylinders side by side, resting in a con- 
stant temperature bath; in each cylinder 
is a stirrer worked by an electric motor, 
whereby their contents are rotated at the 
same rate. To start an experiment the 
requisite quansty of hydrochloric acid 
was poured into the cylinders, and when 
this attained a temperature of # deg., 
about 1 deg. less than that of the bath; 
the quanti y ee for each experi- 
ment was add and the time taken. 
During the digestion a definite quantity 
of the “solution’’ was collected without 
removing any of the undissolved albumin 
in the following manner:—A piece of glass 
tube of sufficient length to reach to the 
bottom of the cylinder had one end bent 
at right angles, this end was then con- 
nected by a piece of rubber tube with a 
special piece of apparatus corresponding 
to a_ test tube, provided with a double 
bored and glass tubed rubber plug. By 
this means a definite quantity of the solu- 
tion was easily drawn into the test tube, 
and to prevent the finely divided and un- 
dissolved albumin from being removed 
with the dissolved matter, the end of the 
glass tube which was immersed in the 
mixture was restricted about 10 mm, from 
its end, and this portion was plugged 
with cotton wool before use. The solu- 
tion thus collected was free from suspend- 
ed matter, and it was easy, when the 
desired quantity was drawn into the test 
tube, to stop the flow by pinching the 
rubber connection. The solution remain- 
ing in the glass tube was then blown back 
into the cylinder with the plug ef cotton 
wool, 

It is well known that acids aid the di- 
gestion of albumin by pepsin; one writer, 
Dr. Gillespie, in his Satinenthe book, “The 
Natural History of Digestion,” speaks of 
“the A og of proteids by the action of 
acids aided by pepsin.’’ I found that four 
times as much egg-albumin was dissolved 
by pepsin and hydrochloric acid at 40 deg, 
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C. as with pepsin alone, and that hydro- 
chloric acid alone had scarcely any action 
on blood fibrin. 

The Activity of Hydrochloric Acid and 
Pepsin on Blood Fibrin.—(a) 1 grm. of 
fibrin was added to 200 c.c. of hydrochloric 
acid (0.25 per cent.) and 0.5 grm. of pepsin, 
and after 30 minutes’ digestion there — 
dissolved 0.877 grm. of albumin, or 67.7 
cent. After removal of 25 c.c. from wh on 
the total albumin in solution was deduced, 
there was dissolved in the next 30 min- 
utes 0.116 grm. of albumin, allowance be- 
ing made for the proportion of soluble 
albumin and albumin in the pepsin in the 
175 c.c. at the start of the second 30 min- 
utes. In the remaining 150 c.c., after an- 
other hour’s digestion, there was in solu- 
tion, allowance being made as before, 
0.660 grm. of albumin. It was found, after 
two hours’ digestion that there was a 
slight apparently insoluble portion and 
the albumin in this was determined by 
filtering the 150 ¢.c. and employing the 
residue for the estimation; it amounted to 
0.014 grm. The albumin thus accounted 
for in the 1 grm. of blood fibrin is as fol- 
lows:—

(d) To 200 c.c. of the hydrochloric acid 
and 0.5 grm. of pepsin 2 grms. of blood 
filbrin were added, and (e) to a similar so- 
lution 1 grm., of fibrin was added. 

In 1 hour there was dissolved in (d) 
1.687 grms. of albumin, and in (e) 0.8117 
grm. of albumin. 

From the experiments in which it is 
shown, by the nitrogen which goes into 
solution that practically the whole of the 
albumin is accounted for, I conclude 
Kjeldahl’s process can be used to deter- 
mine the nitrogen in the soluble products 
and that this ahaRe: as such, or calcu- 
lated as albumin (NX6.25), can be taken ag 
the measure of the proteolytic action of 
pepsin. 

The quantity of coagulated egg albumin 
submitted to the action of pepsin does not 
appear to influence the amount dissolved 
in the early stage of proteolysis; however 
as time goes on the quantity dissolve 
bears a relation to the initial amount. 
This is no doubt due to the fact that as 
the agitation proceeds the pieces of egg 
albumin are made smaller by attrition 
which favors the contact of enzyme, acid 
and albumin. Blood fibrin dissolves more 
rapidly than egg albumin in consequence 
of it being more finely divided to start 
with than egg albumin. 

If we go back to the early history of 
pepsin, we find that until Prout, Tiede- 
mann and Gmelin made the discovery that 
hydrochloric acid was present in the stom- 
ach, little was known of the action of 

psin, although there was a_ gastric 
uice. Gastric juice was found to pos- 
sess high solvent action on albumin, but 
pepsin isolated from it showed little ac 
tion in the absence of hydrochloric acid, 
In the paper above referred to I drew at- 
tention to a difference between the hydro- 
lytic action of yeast and that of invertase 
prepared from it. Fernback and O’§ulli- 
van and Tompson were unable to find any 
relation between the amount of invertase 
employed and its hydrolytic action until 
the “‘proper quantity of acid was used,” 
Harden says that zymase—yeast juice—is 
capable of being divided by dialysis into a 
filtrate, and a residue, neither of which, 
rectally speaking, has any fermenta- 
ive action on glucose; but if these are 
mixed the action on glucose is again com- 
arable with that of the original yeast 
uice. He infers from this, if his results 
are confirmed, that it points to the neces- 
sity of a co-ferment. Yeast juice, when 
freshly prepared, is acid, as a rule, inver- 
tase is always alkaline, and in Harden’s 
work there is no mention of the relative 
acidity of the residue and filtrate. It is 
most probable that the reason why the 
residue he obtained did not ferment the 
glucose was that the acidity was removed 
in the filtrate. Pepsin and invertase are 
enzymes which require acidity in order 
to obtain their maximum activity; may 
not zymase have a similar property?

The Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


Barbourville, Aug. 31, 1905. 


pest month has been a dull one out- 
side the two principal developments of 
the Kentucky-Tennessee oil fields. The 
July record was not quite maintained in 
any of the divisions and along the wild- 
cat line nothing of much importance w.s 
accomplished. here is plenty of drillabie 
territory scattered throughout Eastern 
Kentucky and upper Tennessee but dril- 
lers are cautious in proceeding »utside of 
proven lines in view of the low price of 
crude. A great number of rigs have been 
idle on account of drillers being on their 
vacation and in some places a scarcity of 
water has retarded operations, but the 
coming month is expected to witness a 
requmption of drilling throughout the 
eid, 


The 


Wayne county, the center of develop- 
ment in this State, has 28 producers, 8 
drys and a new production of about 625 
bbls. to its credit this month. Most of 
the completions were in the middle class, 
the best strike doing but 75 bbls. A large 
number of 50 bbls. were developed in the 
various divisions. Of the four divisions 
of the Wayne county field Parmleysville 
is the center of interest. Some widening 
out of the proven territory has been 
made in that region, toward the Ten- 
messee line, and a number of new 
derricks have been erected there during 
the month. The old Stubensville division 
shows a slight falling off in completions 
and Piddaetbs. while Cooper and Slick- 
ford have taken a brace and contributed 
a Mttle more than former averages. A 
big gasser was developed in Wayne the 
latter part of the month, testing 4,000,000 
cubic feet daily. There is little commer- 
cial use for the product in that region, 
except on leases, where it is used for 
drilling and pumping purposes. 

During the past week from twenty-five 
to thirty new rigs have gone up in Wayne 
county and the month of September will 
start out with an increase over previous 
months in number of drilling wells. 
There is some tendency toward expansion 
between Cooper and Slickford, toward 
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Tennessee, and developments there are 
being watched with interest. 

Wolfe county, in upper Kentucky, 
comes next to Wayne, but in the matter 
of increased activity comes first in the 
list of oil counties. That field this month 
turned out eleven strikes, two drys and a 
new production of 250 bbls. One comple- 
tion did 75 bblis.; two 6 bbls. each, and 
the others were in the middle class. All 
the wells were in the deep sand, which is 
found from 1,300 to 1,400 feet. Twelve new 
derricks have gone up during the past 
week, most of them bordering around 
developments, while two or three of the 
new derricks are several miles from 
proven territory. 

In the Knott-Floyd field, in Eastern 
Kentucky, five strikes were made durin 
the month, with a new production o 
about 100 bbls. There is now a little ex- 
pansion toward the Breathitt county line, 
and in that — some new work has 
been commenced. 

In the smaller fields little was accom- 
plished. In Knox county several old pro- 
ducers were drilled deeper, with good re- 
sults; in Whitley county one strike, do- 
ing 10 bbls. was made, while Cumberland 
county shows no results. No completions 
were made in the Bath-Rowan field while 
the only completion in Estill county was 
a duster. 

In the wild-cat field of Adair county 
the most promising undeveloped section 
of Kentucky, one strike, testing 15 bbls. 
was made, while another untested weil 
was drilled in the same vicinity. Outside 
of this nothing in the wild-cat line turned 
this month, 

In Tennessee drilling is at a standstill 
in most of the divisions contributing any 
production. Only one strike has been 
made during the past month, a comple- 
tion in Fentriss county the earlier part of 
the month showing up for 20 bbls. About 
a dozen rigs are now in Tennessee, prob- 
ably half of them now being idle. The 
Spurrier territory is making all the oil 
from that State. 

The production this month will aggre- 
ate little more than 100,000 bbls., or will 
all short about 25,000 bbls. from the show- 
ing of July. 

During August a number of new com- 
panies have taken up the work of devel- 
opment, or have made arrangements to 
that effect, and the continued entrance of 
new capital assures a continuation of ac- 
tivity with little diminution. During the 
summer the Kentucky-Tennessee field has 
made a better record than any other high- 
grade field and the record is serving as 
a drawing card to bring in new op- 
erators. 

In the upper Kentucky gas fields a com- 
pany has been organized to take over the 
Standard Oil Company’s gas fields, in 
Menifee and Fleming counties. About 
thirty gassers have been developed in 
those counties and the product will be 
piped to central Kentucky cities, 
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China Wood Oil Varnish. 


The introduction of china wood oil 
into varnish making has worked a revo- 
lution in the manufacture of cheap var- 
nish. By its use manufacturers have been 
able to produce varnish equal in all re- 
spects to varnish that cost twice as much 
before its adoption. Its peculiar property 
of drying rapidly and hard while at the 
same time retaining eat elasticity and 
resistance to the air has made this pos- 
sible. 

Two very peculiar properties, not found 
in any other known drying oil, will be 
observed in china wood oil, i. e., its ten- 
dency to dry with a flat, frosty, ‘‘crawl- 
ly’’ surface, and its sudden thickening to 
a_ gelatine like substance when heated to 
about 280 deg. C. The substance thus pro- 
duced is insoluble in ordinary solvents 
and is not melted by further heating. 
Both of these properties must be given 
careful consideration in adopting it to the 
manufacture of varnish, 

It is customary among most manufac- 
turers to use with it a certain propor- 
tion of linseed oil so as to reduce these 
tendencies. Its objectionable properties 
are thus decreased, but its beneficial 
properties proportionately decreased. It 
may be used alone if carefully handled, 
but must be worked with great caution 
or disaster is likely to follow. Its pres- 
ent crude method of manufacture seems 
to give a rather variable product, and it 
cannot always be depended upon to act 
at all times in exactly the same manner. 

Manganese resinate appears to ve 
very satisfactory results in preventin 
flatting and crawling when boiled wit 
the oil in generous proportions. The fol- 
lowing formula will be found to give a 
very fine wearing varnish of good color 
at a very low cost:— 

250 pints china wood oil, heat to 200 deg, 
C., not allowing increase above that tem- 
perature. 

Add 8 pints manganese resinate fused 
and boil to desired consistency at 200 
deg. C. 

Add 80 pints ordinary rosin fused with 
the requisite amount of lime. 

When cooled to 125 deg. C. add 250 pints 
benzine. 

Water white rosin will give a still 
lighter varnish. 

Strange as it may seem from the small 
percentage of rosin present this varnish 
will dry quickly and hard if properly 
made, and stands outside exposure in a 
remarkable manner. Hard zinc resinate 
may be used instead of rosin to produce 
a quicker, harder drying varnish and 
gives splendid results. 

A much cheaper varnish may be pro- 
duced on the following formula:— 

250 pints china wood oil. 

8 pints manganese resinate. 

400 pints ordinary rosin fused with lime, 

450 pints benzine., 

Treat as before. 

This varnish, while very cheap, should 
stand outside exposure for two or’ three 
months before showing any signs of de- 
terioration. It has a splendid gloss and, 
on the whole, is veer satisfactory when 
the low cost is taken into consideration. 

A very satisfactory grinding japan may 
be made as follows:— 

250 pints china wood oil 200 deg. C. 

20 pints manganese resinate added and 
heated at 200 deg. C. to desired con- 
sistency. 

100 pints zinc resinate added and heated 
until thoroughly incorporated then after 
withdrawing from the fire and allowing to 
2001 somewhat. 

400 pints “‘turps.’’ 

A good cheap furniture and rubbing var- 
nish can be made by mixing two pints of 
the above with one pint medium heavy 


gloss oil, and a very satisfactory floor 
varnish by mixing four pints above with 
one part gloss oil. 

The relative proportion of . turpentine 
and benzine as thinners in the above var- 
nishes can be varied ai will, but on the 
whole the varnishes contain so great a 
percentage of oil that a large proportion 
of turpentine is not necessary to make 
them brush ploely and flow smoothly. | 

The peculiar flatting property of this 
oil has been utilized in the manufacture 
of flatting varnish wtihout the use of 
wax. The following is the formula in 
which a very prominent brand is pro- 
duced :— 

Saponify 10 gallons china wood oil by 
boiling in an ordinary varnish kettle with 
11 gallons water, in which is dissolved 8 
pounds sal soda and 1 pound granular 
caustic soda. Dissolve 20 pounds alum in 
20 gallons of water and set aside ready to 
be used later. When the oil shows com- 
plete saponification and drops heavily 
from the stirrer add 2? pounds rosin, pul- 
verized so that it will melt quickly. As 
soon as it is thorovghly incorporated add 
the alum—sol., which will cause the whole 
mass to separate on stirring. Let set over 
night, pour off all the water possible, 
heat until the remainder is driven off and 
dissolve residue in 70 gallons turps. Mix 
this with equal parts of manila or kauri 
varnish to produce the a varnish. 

The peculiar properties of this oil make 
its use a constant menace to those who 
do not work it carefully and with intelli- 
gence. A very prominent company recent- 
ly was compelled to recall all the flattin 
varnish that it had sold, although it ha 
been tested with supposed thoroughness 
before being sent out and found satisfac- 
tory. A very short time only sufficed to 
show that such was not the case, and it 
resulted in a considerable loss to the man- 
ufacturer. Such results to those who are 
supposed to be thoroughly familiar with 
its use clearly demonstrates that great 
care must be taken when using it any 
way which is not thoroughly familiar. 

Regardless of the objectionable features 
of this oil, it has been used with great 
success by some, and those varnish mak- 
ers who have not taken it up or have 
been unable to manipulate it satisfactorily 
are gradually finding themselves outdis- 
tanced by their more successful competi- 
tors in the manufacture of all cheap var- 
nishes.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Aug. 31, 1905. 


Continued favorable weather and the 
best of reports as to the condition of the 
growing crop in the Northwest resulted 
in another sharp slump in the price for 
seed. Heretofore the breaks have been in 
the futures, but with the advent of new 
seed which was offered on the market 
during the week, the price for cash seed 
broke. One week ago cash seed was sell- 
ing in the Duluth market at $1.48. To- 
day there were offerings of the spot seed 
at $1.30. The demand for the seed-was not 
equal to the offerings, as the hope of the 
bears now is that the prices at which the 
October and the more distant options are 
now selling will soon be the ruling price 
for cash. The slump of the week was the 
most marked since the opening of the new 
crop season. There was no mistaking the 
feeling of the trade. It was bearish, and 
the conditions in the fields seemed to bear 
out the theory upon which the shorts 
were selling—that there was to be a big 
crop of seed, and that the supply would 
have the natural effect of forcing off the 

rices. While there was no new seed at 

uluth, there was a run of it to the Min- 
neapolis market. On Monday there were 
47 cars of seed at Minneapolis, of. which 
number 41 were of new seed. The flax 
was from Southern Minnesota, and from 
the reports which were sent out was of 
very good quality. This in itself was a 
encouragement to the bears. If the yiel 
is as heavy as it is now declared by the 
enthusiasts it will be, and if the acreage 
is as large, the fact that the quality is 
good will mean more oil production from 
a given amount of the seed, and a better 
cake product. The greater the production 
of oil, the cheaper the seed price should 
be. It must be admitted that the condi- 
tions in the fields were never so good as 
they are now. This means that the bear 
has substantial grounds for the position 
which he is assuming. Unless the weather 
should fail at this time or before the crop 
is harvested, there is every reason to ex- 
pect a big orop. The 25,000,000 bushels 
prophets are now to the fore, and there 
are many who declare that the yields will 
not be less than 26,000,000 bushels in the 
Northwest. It is not at all unlikely that 
some of them will be as far out of the way 
in their predictions as they were last 
vear. It will be remembered that at this 
time a year ago the belief was general 
that there would be a_ 24,000,000 crop. 
Many traded upon this belief and lived to 
regret it. There is no doubt, however, 
that the present prospects are for fully 
that much this year. There is danger in 
attempting to stretch predictions to the 
breaking point, and it looks as though the 
prospects of a big crop had been most 
thoroughly discounted in the break in 
prices. If we have a crop above 25,000,000 
bushels the present prices appear to be 
about right, but should the yield fall 
short of that there is reason to believe 
that values will seek a higher rather than 
a lower level. One of the questions which 
has bothered the trade during the recent 
slump has been the position of the lead- 
ing interest. What has the big combine 
been doing? It is not to be supposed that 
they have been asleep during the flurry 
which has carried the prices for a com- 
modity which it holds largely down 
below what the present stock of seed 
which they hold has cost them. And yet 
it is safe to say that up to within the past 
week the American Company has bought 
little seed. Shrewd traders say that the 
big interest has been selling considerable 
seed. There were two courses open to the 
company in the face of the conditions 
which promised a big crop in the North- 
west. One of them was to support the 
market and thus prevent a sharp slump 
in the price; the other was to sell the seed 
thus forcing the break, and then to buy it 
back at the decline. If the observations 
of the wise ones in the trade have been 
taken correctly, the first part of that 
latter alternative has been done. It now 
remains for the buying to begin. It is un- 
doubtedly a fact that within the past few 
days there has been considerable buying 
in a quiet way by all of the big interests. 
The buying has naturally been done 


quietly so as not to excite the market, 
for a heavy buying order by the so-called 
combine would no doubt cause an upturn 
in the market, which just now seems to 
be farthest from their desires. The Oc- 
tober option is said to have hit some of 
the buyers hard. It is said that a big 
Chicago operator and an Eastern crusher 
have bought too much seed at the 7 
prices which recently _ prevailed. The 
statement is made that they bought freely 
at $1.25, and that they are now facin a 
big loss on the deal, It is surprising that 
there were not more of the traders 
caught. The conditions which were pre- 
vailing a month ago were not such as to 
lead the trade to believe that present 
price ievels were to be reached. At that 
time it looked as though the market was 
a “buy,” Put since that time the unfailing 
good weather has added to the bear stock 
of argument every day. There are now 
many who look for the $1 mark to be 
reached, and yet in the face of the ease 
with which the market has been depre- 
ciated in the last two weeks, the wise 
ones in the trade are looking for the 
break to be checked. In fact, they regard 
the present price levels as a good resting 
point. They have begun to buy upon this 
theory. It is noticeable also that the for- 
eigners are beginning to nibble. The buy- 
ers for the other side have been holding 
aloof all the time that the market has 
been descending, but evidently they are 
of the opinion that the bottom has nearly 
been reached and are preparing to put in 
some buying orders as soon as there is the 
slightest indication that their surmise is 
the correct one.

LINSEED OIL.—The demand for oil 
continues to be good and contracts for 
future are being rather freely made, 
though there is not so active an inquiry 
for spot oil. Prices for both futures and 
cash have receded following the sharp 
break in the seed market. Spot oil is 
being taken in a small lot way at 46e, 
All of the crushers are putting out new 
oil contracts as fast as the trade will 
take them. The price for future delivery 
running from October to May ranges 
from 34 to 35c., the latter naturally being 
the price now favored by the sellers, 
though during the week there have been 
some sales at 34c. It has been declared 
by some of the market papers that oil 
could be secured at 33c., but thus far 
no sales at that price have been reported, 
though it is possible that a continued 
weakness in seed would be a strong lever 
in the hands of the buyers to force the 
concession. Just at present crushing ope- 
rations are confined almost entirely to-the 
big interests, but it is probable that the 
next ten days or two weeks will see all 
the independents running their mills. 
They are now able to secure some cash 
seed of the Northwestern grade, and 
some of them have been stocking up 
with the Southwestern seed now being 
marketed freely at Chicago. Within the 
period mentioned there will be a rather 
liberal amount of new Northwestern seed 
with which to supply the crushers. It 
may be said, however, that there is not 
the demand for new seed oil that there 
is for the old, and that it undoubtedly 
will be avoided by the manufacturing 
trade to a great extent. 

LINSEED CAKE.—There is little in- 
quiry at the present time, either for spot 
cake or for cake for future shipment 
or delivery. While prices are quoted at 
$24@25, the price is only nominal in most 
eases. Some inquiry is made for Sep- 
tember and October shipment, but on the 
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whole the trade is duller than is gener- 
ally to be expected at this time of the 
year. Foreigners are exhibiting a very 
noticeable lack of interest in cake. This 
is attributed to the fact that the pros- 
pects are very favorable for a bumper 
yield of corn, and forage crop conditions 
are excellent, so that it does not yet ap- 
pear that there is going to be any short- 
age in feed which will force buyers to 
the necessity of stocking up largely with 
oil cake. Domestic demand for meal is 
naturally quiet, such sales as are being 
made being at a price about $1 over that 
quoted for cake. 

CORN OIL.—The situation has devel- 
oped nothing new, though there is a tone 
of weakness to the trade which owes its 
existence to the lower price for linseed 
oil and to the further fact that pros- 
pects are good for a big corn crop. There 
is practically no domestic demand for 
the oil, and Antwerp and the foreign 
markets generally have not been put- 
ting in heavy orders. Indications point 
to a break rather than an advance in 
price. Oil is quoted $3.50 per hundred in 
barrrels, f. o. b. Chicago. 

LARD.—There is a strong tone to the 
lard market and prices have _ scored 
another advance, cash lard closing to- 
day at $8.05. The closing firmness was 
due in part to a local light run of hogs 
and a fairly good market for good grade 
porcine stock. It has been a noticeable 
fact that foreign buying of lard has been 
heavier and that the West has been a 
strong customer for lard. In common 
with other provision stocks, the supply 
of lard has been materially diminished 
during the week just closed. The market 
is still in strong hands and is largely 
controlled, but the decrease of stocks nat- 
urally is used by the controlling interest 
to force prices higher. Just how long the 
bull campaign will be carried on is a mat- 
ter for conjecture only, but it seems to 
be generally admitted that there fs no 
possibility of a raid on prices. Loose lard 
has been taken freely, closing at $7.65. 
Leaf lard in moderate request at $8.25@ 
8.50. and neutral is strong at $9.12144@9.25. 

STEARINES.—The market is quiet all 
along the line. Small sales of prime oleo 
are reported at 9c. We call the market 
nominally 8%@9c. here, and 84%@8%c. on 
the Missouri River. No. 2 sales at 8%c; 
lard, 84%4@8%c.; mutton, 8%@8%%c.; tallow, 
5°4@6ec.; grease, 45%@4%ce. 

OLEO OIL—Is dull and slightly easier. 
Foreign cables report small sales at 57 
and 58 florins.

The “Steaua Romana” in Bucharest 


On the occasion of the great financial 
transaction of this company taking place. 
namely the taking up of a loan of 11,070,000 
lei (9,000,000 marks) and the concession of 
17,000,000 lei of full paid shares for trade 
on the Berlin Exchange, an extensive re- 
port was made of the development and 
the present position of this prominent Eu- 
ropean petroleum enterprise from which 
we borrow the following:— 

“The business of the company comprises 
obtaining the crude oil, the manufactur- 
ing of the products contained therein and 
the trade with these products. For ob- 
taining the crude oil the company pos- 
sesses in Campina a property of 305 hec- 
tares, of which about 200 hectares have 
been proven as a fertile oil field by the 
previously obtained drilling results. More- 
over, the company ssesses drillin 
rights in the oil zone Campina-Bustena 
(District Prahova), as also in various 
other Roumanian territories known as 
oil nearing (in the districts Prahova, Bu- 
zeu and Bacou) which extend altogether 
over an area of 11,344 hectares. The for- 
mer exploitation of the company was 
chiefly confined to the company’s posses- 
sions in Campina and to the drilling 
rights in Bustenari (325 hectares).

The tax consists, in part, of 
fixed annual payments, in part of pay- 
ments per probe, in part of the delivery 
of from 1 = cent. to 12 per cent. of the 
crude oil obtained. 

“During the year 1901-2 the crude oil 
production of the company amounted to 
142,320 tons of crude oil by drilling 7,172 
meters, in the year 1902-3 to 132,400 tons 
crude oil by drilling 5,426 meters and in 
the year 1903-4 to 184,608 tons crude oil by 
drilling 7,406 meters. During the first 
eleven months of the company year just 
elapsed the production amounted to 192,252 
tons of crude oil by oe 7,79 meters.

petroleum and gas oil and also to a lim- 
ited quantity of lubricating oil, which lat- 
ter is produced in the company’s old re- 
fining establishment situated: in Bucha- 
rest. This old refining establishment is 
still used a little for the recovery of the 
other products. It consists of a valuable 
piece of ground comprising 13.99 hectares.

“For the exportation of the products 
the company possesses shipping establish- 
ments in Giurgiu on the Donau and in 
Constanza. In the latter place the com- 
pany possesses a box factory and a piece 
of property comprising 30.62 hectares. 

‘‘Wurthermore, reservoirs serve the pur- 
pose of the company and these have a to- 
tal capacity of 110,000 tons, pipe lines to a 
length of 152,857 meters, a workshop for 
the manufacture and repair of the tools 
necessary in the operation of drilling, 259 
tank wagons, etc. 

“The mining is done by means of elec- 
tric power, wherefor the company has in- 
stalled a plant comprising 61,773 meters, 

“Tne company distributed in dividends 
9 per cent. in 1899-0, nothing in 1900-1, 1901-2 
and 1902-3 and 8 per cent. in 1903-4. 

“The unsatisfactory results of the years 
from 1900-1 to 1902-3, in which the narrow 
profits remaining after the writing off 
were placed upon a new reckoning, are 
chiefly due to the fact that the Steaua 
Romana was the first great petroleum en- 
terprise in Roumania and as a pioneer 
this young Roumanian industry had to 
struggle with great difficulties in order to 
make the organization a profitable enter- 
prise.’’—Naphta. 





The Annatto Dye Plant. 
BY IVOR ETHERINGTON, 


Among minor products which might be 
cultivated with profit in Ceylon is Bixa 
orellana, the arnatto dye plant. 

It is a small tree some 10 to 20 feet in 
height, bearing broad cordate or heart- 
shaped leaves running to a point and 
bunches of rose-colored fiowers at the 
ends of the young branches. The fruit is 
a two-valved capsule or pod, covered with 
stiff bristles, each capsule containing sev- 
eral seeds. The fruit are of a pale rose 
color changing to dark brown when ripe, 
when they burst, disclosing the seeds cov- 
ered with a soft, mmy pulp of an un- 
pleasant smell. his pulp contains the 
arnatto of commerce, 

The dye is much used by dyers, var- 
nishers and lacquer makers, also for dye- 
ing silks and cotton stuffs, chamois 
leather, for coloring jellies, hair, soap, 
candles, scent, confectionery, pomades, 
wool, skins, feathers, etc. Arnatto is one 
of the most useful yellow dyes known to 
the dyeing industry, 

The seed ds are gathered when rip@, 
and the methods of extracting the arnatto 
are various. 

Simmonds says:—‘‘The mode in which it 
is obtained is y pouring hot water over 
the pulp and seeds and leaving them to 
macerate, and then separating them by 
pounding with a wooden pestle. The seeds 
are removed by straining the mass 
through a sieve; and the pulp being al- 
lowed to settle, the water is gently poured 
off and the pulp put into shallow vessele 
in which it is gradually dried in the 
shade. After acquiring a proper consis- 
tence it is made into cylindrical rolls or 
balls and presse in an airy place to dry, 
after which it is sent to market.” 

In his “Indian Industries” Eliot James 
says:—‘Directly the pods are quite ripe 
they are gathered, stripped of their husk 
and well bruised. The pulp surrounding 
the seeds is the rtion of the pod con- 
taining the valvable arnatto dye of com- 
merce; it is extracted by bruising and 
macerating the pod in water; they are left 
in just enough water to cover them for 
some days, or until the fluid begins to fer- 
ment, it is then thrown off and the pulp 
allowed to subside. Sometimes arnatto 
goes through a beating process, similar to 
that employed in extracting indigo aye. 
before it is finally allowed to settle. ‘he 
pulp which remains is then placed in shal- 
ow pans and allowed to dry in the shade. 
If it has been thoroughly well prepared 
it will be of a bright yellow color, that is 
the American and West Indian arnatto, 
the East Indian has a rose-colored dye 
prepared from it.’’ Another method 
says, introduced by Leblond, ‘consisted 
in merely washing the seeds until all their 
color was extracted, precipitating the 
color with vinegar or lemon juice, boiling 
it up to facilitate the removal] of impuri- 
ties with the scum, and then draining it 
in bags. M. Vanquelin made several ex- 
periments on the arnatto pods, and quite 
confirmed the eflicacy of these simple 
measures, which really enhanced the 
value of the dye, and made it even of a 
more decided use to dyers.’’ 

Arnatto was formerly cultivated in Cey- 
lon, particularly in the Matale district, 
where in 1887 there were some 700 acres 
under its cultivation. In 1890, 1,39 cwt. of 
arnatto were exported from Ceylon, but 
this was reduced in 1894 to 218 cwt. arnatto 
seed and paste and 7,421 Ibs. bixa dye. At 
the present time there are only one or two 
estates on which any big acreage is 
grown, the largest being Crystal Hill, 
Matale, where 180 acres are under arnatto, 
This is what is left from a more extensive 
acreage in 1885. 

In 1899 Mr. Van Starrex wrote in the 
Agricultural Magazine:—*To make pure 
dye the seed should not be bruised, but 
earefully washed, after it had been sub- 
jected to acetous fermentation which has 
to be regulated according to the weather. 
The acid used is sulphuric diluted with a 
certain percentage of water for the dry 
seed; but when fresh seed is used, a nat- 
ura! acid—acetic—is generated by the seed 


itself. If the fermentation is thorough 
tne seed need be washed only in twu 
waters, and the liquid strained and sep- 
arated, = remove the acid is the next 
secret; this is done by boiling the liquid 
after it has been concentrated by apply- 
ing alum, and the superfiuous water 
drained off by pumping it out from the 
top of the tub or cistern in use. The 
boiled mass contatns the two principal 
coloring matters, one red and the otner 
yellow. Here is the other secret; if it 1s 
dried hard the yellow goes off; but in the 
consistence of putty both colors are re- 
tained, The latter is known as ‘Ceylon 
Paste,’ and considered to be superior to 
that produced in any other part of the 
giobe.’’ 

The Ceylon export, however, was chiefly 
in tne form of seeds, while the exports 
trom other countries generally took the 
torm of paste ‘‘wrapped up in large ftiag 
(banana) leaves, and packed in casks, 
and known in the trade as “flag arnatto.’ 
in a report by Messrs, Fulwood & Biand, 
arnatto maaufacturers, of Bevenden street, 
Hoxton, issued by the Kew authorities in 
1887, this firm complained of the raw sub- 
stance being adulterated with farinaceous 
and other substances to increase the bulk, 
but “some that we had from the Poly- 
nesian Islands consisted simply of the 
coloring matter washed from the seed 
without admixture of any foreign sub- 
stance. It was in a semi-fluid state and 
very pure, but a little dearer than Cay- 
enne arnatto, and we cannot see any rea- 
son why the growers in Jamaica and Cey- 
lon should not be able to teach the natives 
how to prepare it in this way, and we 
could then take large quantities of this 
kind of arnatto annually and probably all 
that they could make.” 

In Ceylon there are two varieties of 
Bixa orellana; one with rose-colored flow- 
ers with red fruit and scarlet seeds, the 
other with white blossom, green fruit and 
Orange-colored seeds. Van Starrex says 
the scarlet seeds give the stronger dye, 
which is more valuable, but can only be 
made into paste, as it is worthless when 
dried hard. The green-fruited Bixa gives 
yellow arnatto dye, which can be made 
into paste or dried hard. 

The range of cuitivation of arnatto is a 
wide one. In Ceylon up to 3,000 feet. It 
is well adapted for most warm situations, 
with a mean annual temperature of 75-% 
deg. F., and an abundant rainfall. ‘he 
plants are easily raised from seed in nur- 
series, and when about 6 to 8 inches high 
should be planted out from 10 to 15 feet 
apart, according to the character of the 
soil and any subsidiary crop to be grown. 
The plants can be established on com- 
paratively poor soil, where although the 
growth is less vigorous the yield of seeds 
is good. Under favorable conditions ar- 
natto plants begin to yield seeds in about 
two years and continue in bearing for a 
aumber of years.—Tropical Agricuiturist, 





The Relative Importance of Oil 
and Pigment in Paints. 


After years of experiments on the rela- 
tive merits of various pigments for use in 
paints the conclusion must be reached 
that by far the most important feature 
of a good wearing paint is the quantity, 
nature, purity and condition of the oil 
used. Extensive experiments, many of 
them senseless and many worthless by 
their unintelligent performance, have fail- 
ed to show that excepting for special 
work any one of several pigments has 
any advantage over the others. It can be 
assumed that for paints for ordinary 
house painting those pigments that are 
inert to the oil and unaffected by ordi- 
nary atmospheric conditions will be in 
every way satisfactory. 

What is probably the most satisfactory 
of all pigments for both wearing and 
protective properties under all varying 
atmospheric conditions and gaseous im- 
purities is graphite. It owes this prop- 
erty to its chemical composition, being a 
mixture of silica and carbon, both of 
which materials are unaffected by any 
possible atmospheric conditions and both 
without. any chemical action on the oil. 
The nearer a pigment approaches this 
condition the more satisfactory will be its 
wearing properties. In apparent contra- 
diction with this statement is the satis- 
factory action of red lead for the pro- 
tection of ferric structures where a chem- 
ical action undoubtedly takes place be- 
tween the oil and pigment. It must be 
taken into consideration, however, that 
a red lead is satisfactory only when it 
does not contain such a percentage of 
litharge that the action is carried too far, 
when it becomes quite unsatisfactory. A 
good red lead forms a resinous coat by a 
combination of a small percentage of the 
pigment with the oil, and gives a paint 
more impervious to the action of air and 
moisture than a pigment which does not 
so combine and for this special purpose 
is better, but it will not wear so long as 
an inert pigment, although protecting 
better while it does, and when subjected 
to sulphurous vapors does not wear at all 
satisfactorily. Thus, for both wearing 
and protective properties it is in no way 
equal to an inert pigment, although owing 
to certain properties it will better protect 
iron for a certain period and under cer- 
tain conditions. While superior to all 
other pigments under these same condi- 
tions for this special purpose, under all 
conditions which may arise graphite or 
any other completely inert pigment will 
be much superior. 

Ochers, oxides of iron and zinc, white 
lead, chrome yellow, black lithophone 
and the adulterants; clays, barytes, whit- 
ing, terra alba, ete., are all satisfactory 
in their inertness to oil, but vary in rela- 
tive merits as paint pigments, because 
they are not equally unaffected by at- 
mospheric conditions. Cheap grades of 
zinc and sublimed products containing 
much free litharge and sulphurous com- 

unds as impurities are unsatisfactory 
ecause of a chemical action on the oil 
which gradually destroys it, due to com- 
binations and readjustments of the mole- 
cules and causes the paint to chalk. 

In the manufacture of ordinary house 
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paint the action of gaseous impurities in 
the air besides carbon dioxide is not 
generally taken into consideration, as spe- 
cial paints are generally made for un- 
usual atmospheric conditions, It is n- 
erally customary to condemn white lead 
for use in a sulphurous atmosphere and 
to use zinc oxide instead, because of the 
fact that the lead is blackened owing to 
the formation of the black lead sulphide, 
it is nearly as great a mistake to use 
zinc oxide, however, under these same 
conditions as white, as while the zinc sul- 
phide that is formed will be white and 
not affect the color of the paint a mole- 
cular change takes place that will cause 
a rearrangement of the particles in the 
dried paint and must affect its wearing 
properties. Under such conditions litho- 
phone with a manganese drier would be 
the proper pigment, as the zinc is already 
in the form of a sulphide and will be 
much less affected by the sulphur gas 
than zinc oxide, while the barium sul- 
phate present is totally inert under all 
conditions, 

Leaving out such a contingency and 
taking up the question of the manufac- 
ture of paint for ordinary purposes, it 
would appear that of several pigments 
there is little choice in their use and the 
merits of the resultant paint will depend 
upon the quantity, nature, purity and 
condition of the oil used, as previously 
stated. The oil has a much greater bear- 
ing on paint than is generally considered, 
for in addition to affecting its enduring 
qualities, it also has a marked effect on 
the permanency of the color. 

The superiority in durability of a paint 
made from a genuine thick fire boiled oil 
over one made from a thin and bleached 
oil has probably been noticed by all. The 
superior gloss of the former will also be 
observed. The cause of both conditions 
is readily explained, as one is dependent 
on the other. The thicker oil forms a 
thicker coat of oil between the air and 
the pigment, resulting in a superior gloss 
and a more lasting paint. Anyone who 
has observed the wearing of paints will 
probably have noted that as long as the 
oil gloss remains the paint is wearing 
satisfactorily and shows little tendency 
to fade where colors of good permanency 
are used. When thé paint begins to ap- 
pear ‘“‘flat’’ its wearing properties are 
gone, and it will nome to fade rapidly. 
The reason for the latter condition will 
be taken up and explained later. As to 
the former it is te evident that the 
thicker the film of oil between the air 
and the pigment the longer it will take 
the action of the elements to reach the oil 
surrounding the pigment, and thus the 
longer will be the life of the paint. 

It would seem then that the heavier 
bodied the oil used the more satisfactory 
the wearing properties of the paint. Now 
as to the question of permanency. In 
general, it may be said that two factors 
effect the permanency of colors, i. e., 
light and air, and but little fading will 
take place without both of these factors 
acting at one and the same time. As an 
example witness the difference in time of 
fading between a pigment unprotected 
and one protected by several coats of 
varnish, hen the gloss leaves a paint 
then the air, as well as the sunlight, has 
an Cpogstunity to act on the pigment, and 
the fading will take place more rapidly. 
Another condition that caused an appar- 
ent increase in the rapidity of fading is 
due to the “‘flatting’’ itself which gives 
the paint a faded appearance, when, as a 
matter of fact, it may have lost but little 
of its color, as will be observed by spply- 
ing a coat of oil over it to bring 
gloss. The loss of the gloss, therefore, 
causes the paint first to appear faded, 
when, as a matter of fact, but little may 
have taken place while at the same time 
it leaves the pigment in such close prox- 
imity to the air that actual fading will 
rapidly take place. 

There is, of course, a limit to the thick- 
ness of the oil that can be used in prac- 
tice. The thicker the oil the harder the 
paint is to brush out and vice versa. A 
paint made from a thin oijl and with a 
good quantity of thinness is much sought 
after y the painter who dislikes wor 
while the paint made from a thick 
with but little thinness is condemned b 
him because he objects to brushing it ou 














For a finish coat, however, it should 
always be u by anyone wishing a last- 
ing paint. 


In making a paint then where all of 
the most satisfactory pro es are de- 
sired, pigments inert to the oil should be 
first selected. These should be ground in 
an air blown or thick aged oil, a gener- 
ous quantity used in thinning, a drier 
containing no free rosin used and thin- 
mess u very sparingly. Such a paint 
will prove so superior to the average t 
on the market that it will -be certain to 
bring credit and trade to its manufac- 
turer and will clearly demonstrate that 
the condition of the oil as well as its 
purity is a great factor in the endurance 
of a paint, and is of much greater relative 
Sapertanse than the nature of the pig- 
mea ° 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Sept. 2, 1905. 


The reports from the older producing 
sections during the past week, while 
showing no material improvement, nev- 
ertheless have been of a character to 
give more encouragement to the oper- 
ators in the fields, as in a few instances 
extensions to the productive area have 
been established and this means 80 
much additional productive territory. 
As available territory with prospects 
of fair returns has been growing daily 
more restricted, these extensions are re- 
garded as indicating still greater pro- 
ductive area, and will tend to encourage 
further search for oil in yet untried 
sections, which have heretofore been 
regarded as unpromising. Efforts to 
establish extensions have for some time 
resulted almost uniformly in dismal 
failures, but now a fresh impetus will 
be given to this class of development 
operations. Wildcat operations are not 
being indulged in, except in rare in- 
stances, and the drillers have about 
given up hope of discovering a new field 
or pool of magnitude. The drilling is 
mainly within defined limits, and the 
best that can be expected is average 
producers. The outlook for an increase 
in production is therefore’ rather 
gloomy, in fact, a steady decrease is 
expected, as the new production is not 
sufficient to make up for the steady 
decline in the production of the older 
wells. The percentage of dry holes re- 
ported during the past week has been 
up to the average of the past two 
months, In Kansas the production is 
increasing and the accumulation of oil 
in the tanks is growing at the same rate, 
as the deliveries do not show the in- 
crease expected. The average daily pro- 
duction is now cver 36,000 bbls., while 
the deliveries amount to but little more 
than 8,000 bbls. per day, leaving 28,000 
bbls. to be added to the stocks, which 
now amount to about 9,000,000 bbls. 
In Texas the production is decreasing, 
and this has had its effect on prices, an 
advance having been claimed during 
the past week, though no sales have 
been reported over the quotations given 
here last week. 


Refined and Products, 


The demand for refined for export has 
been below the average during the past 
week, due to the altered position of the 
tank fleet, there being no change in 
the position abroad. The close of the 
war is expected to have some influ- 
ence on conditions abroad, but until 
the internal troubles in Russia are at 
an end there will be no recovery in the 
petroleum industry in that country. 
The engagements during the past week 
amount to about 150,000 bblis., all for 
shipment in bulk. The price for bar- 
reled oil has continued steady at 6.90c. 
for New York loading, and at 6.85c. for 
Philadelphia loading. The principal 
foreign markets are-steady. The quo- 
tations to-day by cable were:—Antwerp, 
174%f.; Bremen, 6.35m.; London, 5%@ 
5%d., and Liverpool, 6d. Freight rates 
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are firm at 1s. 94.@2s. hence to London, 
and at Is. 9d.@3s. to Continental ports, 
as to port and vessel. Home trade lots 
have been in good request and are un- 
changed on the basis of 944c. for 150 
deg. water white from tanks and 12\%c. 
in barrels. 

Cases for export have been in good 
request and sales of over 250,000 have 
been reported. The price of plain tops 
has been steady at 9.60c. Freight rates 
are firm. Nominal rates for large ves- 
sels are:—For Amboy, 16@li7c.; Calcut- 
ta, 10@1lc.; Colombo, 20@21c.; Java, 17@ 
18¢.; Penang, 14@1lic.; Hong Kong, 16@ 
l7c.; Rangoon, 15@16c.; Saigon, 17@18c.; 
Shanghai, 184%@19c.; Singapore, 14@l15c.; 
Yokohama, 16@164c. 

Crude for export has been in fair re- 
quest and sales of about 25,000 bbls. are 
reported. Pennsylvania crude is quoted 
at @90c. in barrels. Cases for export 
have been in light request and sales of 
30,000 have been reported. 

Crude naphtha continues to be quoted 
at 12.40c. For export sales of about 
20,000 bbls. have been reported.

Lithophone. 


Lithophone, a physical mixture of zinc 
sulphide and barium sulphate formed by 
a double precipitation has long been used 
as a pigment, but to a small extent only. 
Its mode of manufacture has varied but 
little, if any, since its first production, 
but greater care has resulted in the pro- 
duction of a pigment superior to that 
formerly obtained. 

Its manufacture is accomplished by re- 
ducnig natural barytes (BaSO) with car- 
bon to form BaS. This is dissolved in 
water, filtered and added to a solution of 
zine sulphate (ZnSO,) when the following 
reaction takes place:— 

BaS+ZnSO,=ZnS+BaSO,,. 

If these materials are present in the 
rates of their molecular weights it will be 
seen that there will be a complete pre- 
cipitation, and the water will contain no 
salts in solution. In practice a slight ex- 
cess of BaS would probably be used, as it 
is the cheaper substance, and an excess 
of zine would be thus guarded against. 
Some BaO would also be formed during 
reduction and a small amount would dis- 
solve, therefore, both BaS and BaO 
would be likely to be found in the waste 
water, and if the pigment is to be used 
with success it must be washed until free 
from both these substances. 

Standard lithophone is taken as con- 
taining 35 per cent. of zinc sulphide and 
65 per cent. barium sulphate, and any de- 
crease from this in the per cent. of zinc 
sulphide will show an admixture of adul- 
terating material, 

Taking up the properties of lithophone 
it will be found that the standard brand 
is a very satisfactory pigment in many 
ways; firstly, it is cheap; secondly, it is 
very white, comparing favorably with 
Florence zinc oxide; thirdly, it has very 
good body, although hardly equal to pure 
zinc oxide. A paint made from it and 
containing about seven pounds dry litho- 
phone per gallon, however, will be found 
to cover very well with two coats. it 
takes less tinters than zinc oxide to tint 
to a certain shade and more than white 
lead. The tints produced are very clear 
and brilliant and superior in every way 
to those produced from white lead and 
about equal to those produced from Flor- 
ence zinc. 

Taking up the objectionable features 
of lithophone the presence of sulphide, 
which is supposedly liable to cause dis- 
colorization on coming in contact with 
lead, is found. It may be seen that under 
certain conditions such is very likely to 
occur. A lithophone containing any sul- 
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phide soluble in water, such as BaS, due 
to incomplete washing, will, when mixed 
with a white lead containing traces of 
lead acetate, undoubtedly cause come dis- 
coloration, as there would be enough 
moisture in the pigment and oil to carry 
on the reaction. Nevertheless, lithophone 
and white lead have been ground together 
in oil and allowed to stand for many 
months without any discoloration, and the 
natural conclusion must be that where 
no soluble impurities exist no reaction 
will take piace. No chemical reaction 
will take place between two stable inor- 
Banic substances wheh mixed together 
without the aid of some solvent or third 
agent, and as neither pure zinc sulphide 
nor white lead is in any way solubfe in 
water or white lead in oil, there will be 
no reaction between them. The difficulty 
is to be sure that no such impurities 
exist. 

Lithophone has also been used in con- 
junction with lead driers without discol- 
oration, but here also the.'e is a possibil- 
ity that trouble might occur if there 
should be any soluble sulphides contained 
in the lithophone or if the zine sulphide 
is in any way soluble in oil or any of 
the vehicles present, a fact which has not 
been satisfactorily established. It would 
seem, however, that the use of lithophone 
with lead driers would be one of the 
hardest tests to which it could be sub- 
mitted. 

Lithophone can be mixed with all lead 
tinting colors without fear of trouble. 
Chrome yellow and chrome green are in 
no way likely to contain any excess of 
soluble lead, and are themselves unacted 
upon by oil and moisture. In making 
chrome colors the object is to keep sul- 
phuric acid in excess so as to avoid any 
loss of lead and any excess of lead that 
might be left would be fully gotten rid of 
in the subsequent washing to free the 
color from the large amount of acetate 
of soda in solution. 

It would seem then that a _ carefully 
manufactured lithophone would have a 
wider range of use than is generally 
credited to it, but, nevertheless, caution 
should be used in mixing it with white 
lead, and the use of lead driers should be 
avoided until such a time as it can be 
freely demonstrated that lithophone will 
always act in the same manner under the 
same conditions. Manufacturers using it 
for producing graded lead would avoid all 
possibility of trouble by using sufficient 
manganese drier in the paste to dry. the 
paint when thinned with raw or bleached 
oil and so state on the label. 

In testing various samples of litho- 
phone for their relative value the color 
should be first observed. Next a very 
useful practical test would be to boil 
equal quantities of oil for the same time 
with equal uantities of water, filter, 
make up to the same volume and add a 
solution of acetate of lead to each. The 
one showing the least color should be 
chosen as being the safest to use, 

For the analysis of lithophone to de- 
termine the relative quantities of ZnS and 
BaSQ, it may contain, dissolve 1 g. in 
dilute HCl, boil, filter, wash the insolu- 
ble residue free from acid, dry, ignite 
and weigh BaSO,. If no calcium is pres- 
ent (might be used in reducing) precipi- 
tate the zinc with NasCO;, wash free 
from sodium salts, filter, dry, ignite and 
weight ZnO. If calcium is present or 
the sample is tinted add NH,ON to the 
HCl solution until alkaline, boil and 
filter out any hydroxides of iron, man- 
anese or chromium that may be present 
rom the tinters, precipitate zinc with an 
excess of HnS, filter, wash, determine 
calcium in filtrate by precipitating hot 
with ammonium oxalate, filter, dry, ignite 
to constant weight in platinium crucible 
over blast lamp and weigh as COO. Dis- 
solve the precipitate of zinc sulphide or 
filter in dilute HCl or HaOs, precipitate 
with Na,CO; and treat as above. 

Determine any sulphate soluble in HCl 
on separate sample. It will be combined 
with any calcium or lead present. 

Oxidize one gram sample with fuming 
HnOs, dilute, boil and filter and add a 
hot solution of BaCl. Filter out BaSO, 
thus precipitated, wash free from acid, 
dry, ignite and weigh. Deduce any sul- 
phates previously found due to calcium 
or lead present and calculate remainder 
to ZnS. Any zine not thus satisfied is 
calculated as ZnO.

Combinations of Tetrazoditolyl Sul- 
phite of Sodium with Aromatic 
Amines and Phenols and their 
Conversion into Azoic 


Colorants, 
(From the French of MM. A. Seyewetz and 
Biot. Paper presented to the Academie 
des Sciences.) 


We have ascertained that aromatic 
amines can furnish with tetrazoditolyl- 
sulphite of sodium non-coloring combina- 
tions, which may be converted into azoic 
colorants by the action of light or by pro- 
longed boiling with alcohol. 

Combination with Aniline and Toluid- 
ines.—On mixing cold, saturated aqueous 
solutions of tetrazoditolyl-sulphite of so- 
dium and of chlorhydrate of aniline, or of 
paratoliudine, a fine yellow powder is pre- 
cipitated, which crystallizes in brilliant 
scales in water with a third part of alco- 
hol. With orthotoluidine the precipitate 
crystallizes in red needles. 

These substances are decomposed with- 
out meiting at near 160 deg. C., are slight- 
ly soluble in cold. water or alcohol, quite 
soluble in hot water and alcohol, and in- 
soluble in ether, benzene and chloroform. 

Diluted acids decompose them slowly 
on boiling, with disengagement of sul- 
phuric acid. Alkaline solutions dissolve 
them, and they may be again precipitated 
from the solutions by an acid. Hot al- 
kalies dissociate them and regenerate the 
amine and alkaline tetrazoditolyl-sulphite. 

Paper impregnated with alkaline solu- 
tions of these substances are by the light 
rapidly colored an orange yellow. The 
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same change is produced in darkness by 
prolonged boiling in alcoholic solutions, 
with disengagement of sulphuric acid. 

The coloring matters which have been 
formed may then be isolated; we have 
identified them with azoic colorants ob- 
tained through the action of aniline or 
toluidines on the tetrazoditolyle, 
Combination with Para-phenylenedia- 
mine.—With paraphenylene-diamine we 
have verified the fact that the diamines 
behave like the monamines, In this case 
a greenish yellow powder is obtained, 
whose properties may be compared with 
those of the preceding combinations. 

Combination with (X and B-naphthyla- 
mine.—The naphthylamines react on the 
tetrazoditolyl-sulphite of sodium under the 
same conditions as the preceding amines. 
After purification of the raw product by 
dissolution in water with a third part of 
alcohol, light yellow microscopic crystals 
are obtained, whose properties are similar 
to those of the above described combina- 
tions, 

Combination with CX-ethylnaphthyla- 
mine.—When aqueous solutions of tetra- 
zoditolyl-sulphite of sodium and of chlor- 
hydrate ot ¢x-ethylnaphthylamine' are 
iningled, a black oil is separated, which, 
after several hours, forms a crystalline 
mass. After purification in water with 
alcohol, the product consists of fine light 
brown needles. 

Its properties are the same as those of 
the combinations of the naphthylamines, 
except with reference to the action of the 
alkalies; the latter, far from increasing 
the solubility of the combination in water, 
precipitate it in their aqueous or alcoholic 
solutions, 

Constitution of the Combinations.—We 
have seen that these substances are di- 
vided into amine and_ tetrazosulphite 
by prolonged boiling acids or al- 
kalies. The maximum yield is obtained 
by employing in their preparation two 
molecules of amine for one molecule of 
sulphite. These facts permit the supposi- 
tion that the combinations are simple, 
resulting from the action of two mole- 
cules of aniline on one molecule of tetra- 
zosulphitic derivative. 

We have not admitted the hypothesis of 
a diazamide derivative, for these sub- 
stances do not disengage nitrogen on boil- 
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ing in acidulated water, and as we shall 
see, they are diazotable. 

They no longer contain sodium; this 
constituent has been eliminated by the 
acid combined with amine. The sodium 
Salt is recovered in the mother waters. 

The non-colorant character of these 
combinations might be explained by ad- 
mitting the migration of an atom of hy- 
drogen on the nitrogen to form a hydra- 
zinic derivative. 

Diazotation.—To demonstrate in these 
combinations the presence of the amid- 
ogen group, we have endeavored to diazo- 
tize them. The compounds in which the 
diazoic residue has been fixed, relatively 
to the NH2 group of the reacting amines, 
such as the combinations with «x-naph- 
thylamine, aniline and ortho-toluidine are 
alone diazotable. The diazoics found yield 
new coloring matters of little interest. 
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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES, 


Reports from the principal trade cen- 
ters show steady improvement, al- 
though the usual season to expect in- 
creased trade is during the middle of the 
present month. Trade conditions all 
along, however, have shown improve- 
ment over those at the corresponding 
period last year, and it is now believ- 
ed that the fall activity will this year 
be among the best. The reports from 
the principal transportation companies 
fully confirm the trade reports, they 
claiming to have received an ever-in- 
creasing amount of miscellaneous 
freight, and they are apparently con- 
fident that the volume will continue 
to grow. In the lines of trade repre- 
sented by the Reporter an improved 
demand is reported for chemicals, both 
for prompt and forward’ shipment, 
while deliveries on contracts continue 
fairly liberal. There has been a slight 
improvement in the demand for drugs, 
but little interest has been developed 
in the articles in which speculation 
plays a part. There has also been lit- 
tle improvement in the movement of 
dyestuffs, but the prospects are regard- 
ed as encouraging for an early in- 
crease in consumptive requirements. 
The demand for paints has continued 
exceptionally good for this season of 
the year and consumption is increas- 
ing, doubtless owing to activity in the 
building trades, though there is also 
more repainting than usual at this 
season of the year. Oils have 
shown no material improvement, the 
demand for most oils being slow, 
though in seed and mineral oils the 
movement has been above the average. 
The industrial situation continues 
highly satisfactory. The activity in 
the building trades has wide influence 
and is reflected in many industries, 
especially in those supplying iron 
and steel structural material. All the 
reports from the metal trades are to 
the effect of unusually active demand 
for their products, while the call for 
railway supplies is urgent. The re- 
ports from the centers of the textile 
industry, while not uniform, are satis- 
factory as a whole, and the outlook 
is regarded as exceptionally promising. 
Manufacturers or all classes of ma- 
chinery report a continued good de- 
mand, while many are still behind in 
their deliveries, and the outlook favors 
the expectation of continued activity 
in this line. The labor situation shows 
no material change, there having been 
comparatively few new strikes and 
none of special importance or as likely 
to spread, though the printers in the 
West are agitating the eight hour day 
regulation and this may result in 
strikes all over the country, as the 
movement apears very popular among 
the craft. Matters are still somewhat 
unsettled in the mining industry, but 
the prospects appear more favorable 
to the avoidance of a strike. In this 
city very few strikes are now in force, 
and none that is likely to cause much 
trouble. The great agricultural staples 
have shown only moderate variations, 
with no decided movement in either 
direction. Wheat opened on Monday 
at 85%c., and after easing off recover- 
ed and closed strong. The range for 
the week for September delivery was 
844% @86%c., with the close on Friday 
at 86%c. Corn started the week at 
59%c., and continued remarkably 
steady, the variations being un- 
usually light. The range for 
the week for September delivery 
was 59@59%c., with the close on Friday 
for September delivery at 59c. Oats 
sold at 29c. on Monday, but since have 
held steady at 29%c. Cotton was strong 
early in the week, but later was in- 
clined to weaken. The range for the 
week for September delivery was 10.66@ 
10.98c., with the close on Friday at 
10.80c. Lard advanced steadily dur- 
ing the past week, though on Fri- 
day weakened. The range for Septem- 
ber delivery at Chicago was 7.85@8.12%4c. 
with the close on Friday at 7.974%c. The 
market for time money has varied 
slightly, while the supply has been 
good. Rates at the close were 34@3% 
per cent. for thirty to sixty days, 3%@ 
4 per cent. for ninety days to four 
months, and 4@4% per cent. for longer 
periods. Money on call on the Stock 
Exchange has ranged from 1%@3 per 
cent., with the bulk of the business 
done at 2 per cent. The average rate 
was 2 per cent. The closing rate on 
Friday was 2% per cent. Mercantile pa- 
per has been been in good supply dur- 
ing the past week, with the demand 
fair and rates steady. Rates at the 
close were 44@4% per cent. for sixty to 
ninety days’ indorsements, 44%@4% per 
cent. for choice single names having 
four to six months to run and 5@5% 
per cent. for other grades. The price 
of bar silver varied daily, and closed 
strong on Friday at 607%,@62%c. for com- 
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mercial bars and 61@62%c. for govern- 
ment assay bars, showing a decline of 
54c. from the closing prices of last week. 
Mexican dollars closed at 46c. bid and 
4814c. asked. The market for sterling ex- 
change varied daily and closed quiet 
and steady on Friday. Rates for ac- 
tual business at the close were 4.84% 
for sixty days, 4.864@4.86% for demand, 
and 4.8654@4.86% for cables. The supply 
of grain and cotton bills has been light 
and at times scarce, while the demand 
was fair. Rates at the close were 
4.83% @4.84\4. The Industrials have 
shown only moderate variations with 
the exception of Lead and Sugar, the 
former scoring a gain and the latter 
suffering a sharp break due, it is said, 
to the disorganized conditions in the 
sugar market abroad. Trading was 
rather light in all but Sugar and Lead, 
the transactions in these being a full 
average. The general list of securities 
dealt in on the Stock Exchange was 
strong on the announcement of the 
peace agreement, with some notable ad- 
vances, but later showed frequent fluc- 
tuations induced by various influences, 
and closed weak. Trading varied great- 
ly from day to day, but the volume of 
business, as a whole, was above the 
average. 

Sugar stock 
strength early in the week, 
was nothing to indicate a change in 
conditions to affect the stock, but later 
came reports of the demoralization of 
the sugar trade abroad, and this caused 
a break below 139.

with the yield and consequent market 
price of potatoes, grains and other ma- 
terials. In Prussia during the past year 
the wholesale price of fully denaturized 
spirits of 90 to 9 per cent. strength has 
ranged from 35 to 50 pfennigs per liter, 
which would be from $8.56 to $11.90 per 
hectoliter of 26% gallons—say 32.3 to 45 
cents per gallon. This was a marked ad- 
vance over the prices of the campaign 
years 1901-2 and 1902-3, when, by reason of 
the enormous potato crop and consequent 
overproduction of spirits in 1901, the open 
market rate for denaturized alcohol of the 
grade used for motor purposes declined to 
15 and 17 cents per gallon, but has now 
risen to from 31% to 35 cents per gallon for 
the same quality. It goes without say- 
ing that much of the alcohol sold for the 
prices of 1901, 192 and 1908 brought to the 
producer the bare cost of manufacture, or 
even less, whereas the industry is now, 
generally speaking, profitable and pros- 
perous. Alcohol as a fuel for motors re- 
quires for the best results an admixture 


Denaturized Alcohol in Germany. 


Consul-General Mason, of Berlin, 
complying with special instructions. 
furnishes an interesting report concern- 
ing the manufacture and use of alcohol 
for fuel and other industrial purposes 
in Germany. Consul-General Mason 
made a report on this subject in June 
last, which was printed in Daily Con- 
sular and Trade Reports of July 24. 
and in which were included some of 
the facts stated in the present report. 
The consul writes:— 

The cefficial statistics of last year’s cam- 
paign, viz., from Sept. 1, 1903, to Aug. 31, 
1904, give the following as the total output 


of alcohol from each of the three prin- 
cipal raw materials during the year:—

The spirits distilled from grain and mo- 
lasses and the small quantities made from 
cherries, grape-must, plums, ete., are used 
mainly for drinking and the manufacture 
of medicines, perfumes, vinegar and 
various other food preparations. The 
great source of industrial alcohol is from 
potatoes, and it is used for heating, light- 
ing and motor purposes, and for a vast 
number of applications in chemical and 
industrial manufactures. For the reasons 
explained in my previous report, the con- 
sumption of aicohol in Germany as fuel 
for portable and stationary engines, auto- 
mobiles, ete., has decreased rather than 
increased the past two years, and 
amounted during the last campaign year 
to not more than 951,000 gallons, or less 
than 1 per cent. of the whole alcoho] prod- 
uct of the same year, 

For most industrial purposes alcohol is 
used in Germany duty free, after having 
been ‘“‘denaturized,”’ or rendered unfit for 
drinking purposes, by admixture, in pres- 
ence of a government official, with a pre- 
scribed percentage. or proportion of one or 
more of several different substances pre- 
scribed in the very elaborte_ statute 
which governs that complicated sunject 
in this country. There are two general 
classes or degrees of denaturizing, viz., 
the ‘Complete’ and the “Incomplete,” 
aceording to the purpose for whicii the 
ohne so denaturized is to be titimately 
used. 

I. Complete denaturization py the Ger- 
man system is accomplished by the addi- 
tion to every 100 liters (equil to 2614 gal- 
lons) of spirits:— 

(a) Two and one-half liters of the 
“standard denaturizer,’’ made of 4 parts 
of wood alcohol, 1 part of pyridin (a nitro- 
genous base obtained by distilling bone oil 
or coal tar), with the addition of 50 grams 
to each liter of oil of lavender or rose- 
mary. 

(b) One and one-fourth liters of the 
above “standard’’ and 2 liters of benzol 
with every 100 liters of alcohol, 

Of alcohol thus completely denaturized 
there was used in Germany, during the 
campaign year 1903-4, 931,406 hectoliters de- 
naturized by process (a), as described 
above, and 52,764 hectoliters which had 
been denaturized by process (b). This 
made a total of 26,080,505 gallons of wholly 
denaturized spirits used during the year 
for heating, lighting and various processes 
of manufacture. 

If. Incomplete denaturization—i. e., suf- 
ficient to prevent alcohol from being 
drank, but not to disqualify it from use 
for various special purposes, for which 
the wholly denaturized spirits would be 
unavailable—is accomplished by several 
methods as follows, the quantity and na- 
ture of each substance given being the

been freely made of alkali, caustic and 
bleach for 1906 delivery. Oxalic acid 
has also sold fairly well for 1906, on 
the basis of current prices. Blue 
vitriol has been advanced and the ten- 
dency is still upward. Arsenic is 
scarce and prices are firmer in all po- 
sitions. Chloride of barium is firmer for 
next year but prices have not yet been 
made public, neither have they for 
chlorate of potash.

The Production of Antimony. 
Washington, Sept. 1, 1905. 

The U. 8S. Geological Survey has com- 
pleted its annual report upon the produc- 
tion and consumption of antimony in 1904, 
showing an increase over 1903, both in the 
product obtained from antimony ores and 
that derived from antimonial lead, the 
latter being the chief source of this metal, 
Following is an advance abstract of this 
report:— 

Antimony is a white, very brittle metal, of 
laminated or crystalline texture. It fuses at 
a low temperature and readily vaporizes, It is 
not used in the pure state, but it forms several 
valuable alloys and compounds. Among the 
useful chemical compounds of antimony may be 
mentioned tartar emetic, a double tartrate of 
potassium and basic antimony, which is em- 
ployed for medicinal purposes and as a mor- 
dant in dyeing vegetable fiber; a mixture of 
antimony trisulphide and antimony trioxide, 
which forms a flaine red pigment, known as 
antimony cinnabar, and used somewhat in 
painting; and antimony pentasulphide, which 
is used in vulcanizing rubber and gives a red 
color to the product. The metal is also used 
in numerous alloys with other metals. 

The preduction of antimony in the United 
State from domestic antimony ore during the 
year 1904 amounted to 25,000 pounds. No 
production from domestic antimony ores was 
reported during 1902 or 1903, The chief source

The estimated consumption of antimony in 


the United States in 1904 was 4,750 short tons, 
or more than half, was derived 

and 481 short tons from im- 
ported ores and crude antimony. The imported 
ores are estimated to contain an average of 
52% per cent. of antimony and to yield 42 per 
cent. of refined metal by smelting operations. 
Crude antimony, which is a refined or concen- 
trated ore and not a metal, is included in the 
quantity of ore imported. The antimony con- 
tained in hard lead is calculated at 25 per 
except for 1902, when the average of 27 
per cent. was taken; for 1903, when the re- 
ported average was 24.1 per cent., and for 
1904, when the average was 23.64 per cent. 

The average annual world’s production of 
antimony is 8,700 short tons, having a value 
of approximately $900,000. Germany heads the 
list with 3,858 short tons and is followed by 
France with 1,901 tons, Italy with 1,202 tons, 
Hungary with 753 tons, and the United States 
with 657 tons, the balance being scattered be- 
tween Servia, Austria, Japan, etc, 

During most of the year 1904 the prices of 
antimony varied but little, from 7 to 8% cents 
per pound for Cookson’s, 6% to 6% cents per 
pound for Hallett’s, and 55% to 6% cents per 
pound for the United States, Japanese, French, 
Hungarian and Italian brands. Toward the 
end of the year, however, the effect of the in- 
creased demand caused by the Russo-Japanese 
war began to be felt and prices began to rise. 
Interest in the market fell off toward the end 
of December, and the closing quotations were 
8% to 8% cents per pound for Cookson’s, 9 to 
9% cents for Hallett’s, and 7% to 8 cents for 
other brands,

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Analysis of Aluminium Silicates, 


When a silicate of aluminium is to be 
analyzed, the standard method, sacred 
from the attack of bicarbonate of soda, 
is generally and blindly followed. 

After operating the fusion of the silicate 
and carbonate mixture in a platinum cru- 
cible and dissolving in chlorhydric acidu- 
lated water the mass obtained, the liquid 
is evaporated dry, in order to render the 
silicate insoluble, and it is calcined slight- 
ly. The recovery is by chlorhydric acidu- 
lated water, and the silica is separated by 
filtration. In the liquor the alumina and 
iron are precipitated by ammonia in very 
slight excess and are separated by filtra- 
tion. The precipitate, calcined and 
weighed, is redissolved in sulphuric acid; 
then this solution, diluted with water, is 
reduced by boiling with sodium bisul- 
phite. The iron is titrated with perman- 
ganic liquor; the alumina is determined 
by difference. The liquid from which the 
alumina has been separated, boiled, with 
the addition of oxalate of ammonium, 
leaves the lime precipitated and is filtered. 
The final liquor, concentrated, diluted with 
ammonia and receiving un addition of so- 
dium phosphate, is left for sgonty-fous 
hours. The magnesia is deposited in the 
form of ammoniaco-magnesian phosphate, 

This method is long and occasions dis- 
agreeable surprises to those not well 
acquainted with it. The evaporation to 
dryness, designed for rendering the silica 


insoluble, is difficult of execution without 
loss by projections from the apparatus. 
It is necessary to heat the liquid on the 
open surface. If the residue of this evap- 
oration is heated too much a part of the 
alumina and of the iron are rendered 
insoluble in acid. A part of these ele- 
ments may also be volatilized, for they 
are in the form of chlorides. if the res- 
idue is not calcined sufficiently a part 
of the silica remains soluble, and is de- 
termined like alumina. The washing of 
the silica is long and 4dlfficult. When it 
is dry it is in the form of an extremely 
fine powder, of which a large quantity is 
lost by calcination with the filter, if the 
process is not conducted very slowly and 
watched very carefully. 

The silica always draws off alumina; it 
is necessary to eliminate it by the fluor- 
ide of ammonium, and to weigh the resi- 
due. The alumina forms a gelatinous pre- 
cipitate almost unwashable. It is neces- 
sary at first to iixiviate by decantation, 
renewing five or six times on the precipi- 
tate a volume of hot water equal to five 
or six times that occupied by the alumina 
at the bottom of the vessel after repose. 
It is necessary to concentrate these wash- 
waters by decantation. Unless a very 
heavy platinum vessel is at hand this 
concentration must be effected in glass 
receivers. In this way the concentrated 
liquid dissolves an appreciable quantity 
of the glass. By operating upon one gram 
of silicate the quantity of lime thus bor- 
rowed from the glass represents under 
usual conditions 0.70 per cent; the refrac- 
tory earths often contain only 0.30 or 0.40 
p. c.; and this element is very active 
in an unfaveorable way. 

The washing of the alumina on the fil- 
ter, which afterwards occurs, is extremely 
troublesome, at times impossible, always 
very slow; when the wash-liquid is no 
longer precipitated with acid nitrate of 
silver it must not be thought that the 
whole is terminated. The alumina still 
retains chlorides in a sort of lacquer. 
It is necessary to wash it anew after des- 
iccation at 150 deg. C. It is then divided 
into small pieces and gives up a part of 
these chlorides by diffusion. It is nec- 
essary to wash it again after its calcina- 
tion at a red heat; this calcination does 
not occur without decrepitation, whence 
there are possible losses. 

A great .inconvenience of the method 
with carbonate of soda is also the intro- 
duction into the analysis of a large mass 
of reagents; carbonate of soda, chlorhy- 
dric acid, ammonia, distilled water, nec- 
essarily a little impure, and accumulating

While there is no material improve- 
ment to note in the general position 
of the market, the confidence of local 
dealers is plainly manifested in an 
early return to a fairly normal condi- 
tion by the course of the next few 
weeks. In aniline oil and salt the bulk 
of next year’s ‘business is reported to 
have been entered under contract, but 
we hear of no other definite terms an- 
nounced for 1906. Acetate of soda con- 
tinues firm. Antimony salts are high- 
er in some quarters. The tin products 
remain on the basis established last 
month. Gambier is well maintained 
with prospect of further improvement. 
Nutgalls are without appreciable 
change. A nominal price for prussiate 
of soda is reported for next year. Corn 
starch is again higher by 10 points. A 
strong market prevails for tapicoca 
flour. Turmeric and zinc dust are 
steady. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—On spot 4%c, 
was lately paid for 5 bbl. lots of a 
standard make, but goods may be 
available within a few days at 4c. 
Large lots are not in evidence in any 
local quarter. 

ACID TANNIC.—Commercial is firm- 
ly sustained at 35@387c. with steady 
sales of bbls. at the lower figure. A 
leading producer offers justification for 
an advance in the position of the raw 
material. Crystals are maintained at 
58@65c.. as to quantity. 

ALBUMEN.—We find that 46c. is still 
named for the cheaper grades of 
Chinese egg, but in several quarters 
nothing is offered below 48c. It is 
stated that another recent importation 
has ‘been detained for further inquiry, 
as to the possibility of containing 
some chemical preservation. This 
manifestation of government vigilance 
may have a deterring effect on the 
disposition of local dealers to enter the 
markets abroad freely for their wants, 
but fair arrivals of new crop goods 
are expected in the early future. The 
finer grades of egg albumen reflect a 
firmer tendency and spot values for 
these range to 65c. 

ALIZARINE.—There are no new 
developments as to the outlook for 
next year, and the spot schedule re- 
mains steady on the basis of 15144@ 
1614c. for red. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
large requirements for next year have 
been well covered, and some of the 
terms named have been unusually 
favorable to buyers. The spot sched- 
ule shows no late change from 10@ 
10%c. for oil and 8%@8%c. for salt. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—The tendency 
of this market continues upward, in 
sympathy with’ the _ strengthening 
course of the raw material. A _ lead- 
ing house now quotes 75 per cent. at 
14%c. and forty-five per cent. at 10'%4c. 
in 5-ton lots. For 65 per cent. 13c. is 
still available. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—There is no 
change to be noted in values and the 
schedule established on the first of last 
month will probably prevail during the 
current month, namely, 10c. for 50 
deg. and 9'%c. for 45 deg. 

COCHINEAL.—Late advices to the 
leading importer are to the effect that 
the new crop will not be available 
for shipment from the Canary Islands 
until October, possibly November. 
While spot stocks are materially re- 
duced, the slight extent of the demand 
checks the effect this condition might 
otherwise have. The European mar- 
kets offer sufficient prospect for com- 
paratively early replenishment on 
spot. 

DEXTRINE.—Corn dextrine is again 
firmer by 10 points, establishing the 
market in first hands at 2.55c. in carload 
lots. The advance is probably due to 
the abatement of the powerful compe- 
tition which had for several months 
kept values for various corn products 
seemingly below the position warranted 
by corn. No new developments are 
to be noted with regard to im- 
ported potato dextrine, but under 
the influence of strong primary condi- 
tions spot values are well sustained at 
6%.@7%c. The domestic potato variety 
holds but slight interest, and the mar- 
ket is on a more or less nominal basis 
at 54%4@6c. 

DIVI DIVI.—A late arrival of 820 
bags from Curacao was the largest we 
have noted in a long time, but this 
lot. following the example of others 
during late weeks, is said to be destined 
for Hamburg, where a much more fa- 
vorable market exists. Some business 
has lately been consummated on spot 
on the basis of $35@40 per ton. 

GAMBITER.—There is no evidence of 
any abatement of the firmness of this 
market and reports are current of con- 
ditions in primary quarters that may 
tend toward a stronger manifestation 
of values. We refer to the reports of 
increased freight rates, and the _ es- 
tablishment of a monetary system that 
will supercede that of the Mexican 
silver dollar, It is said that practical- 
lv all of the lots unsold on arrival of 
the Nubia and the Sagami have been 
since disposed of. 
are on the Montrose and the Nordpol, 
which are expected next week with 


The next lots due. 


about 600 tons. Liberal sales are re- 
ported from these lots on the basis of 
44%@4.15c. For shipment 4%c. is said 
to be yet available, but in some quar- 
ters nothing better than 4.15c. is re- 
ported. The store situation is gen- 
erally maintained at 4%4c., but lately 
stored stuff is in evidence at 44%@4%c. 
Shipments from the East during the 
last half of August were 750 tons to this 
country, 175 tons to Great Britain and 
175 tons to the Continent. 

INDIGO.—The reports of damage to 
the new crop of vegetable dye have 
imparted a firmer tone to the London 
market, but there is no manifestation 
of this condition on spot, where buy- 
ing interest is evidenced on a slight 
seale. There are no new features con- 
cerning the synthetic product and the 
steady movement into consuming chan- 
nels is without abatement. Values for 
the artifical dye are sustained at 18@ 
20c., as to terms of sale and quantity. 

NUTGALLS.—A quiet market pre- 
vails for blue Aleppo galls, but there isno 
change to note from 17@18ce. The Lon- 
don market is said to have rallied 
somewhat from its lately weakening 
tendency, but resulting in a practical 
check to buying interest. Spot stocks 
of Chinese galls are firmly held, and 
what are not required for manufactur- 
ing purposes are maintained at 14@ 
14%c. 

PRUSSIATES.—For requirements of 
prussiate of soda for next year 9c. is 
reported to be a nominal quotation, but 
little concern is manifested as to cov- 
ering forward wants. On spot 9@9\c. 
is named. No terms for next year have 
been announced on yellow prussiate of 
potash, and the market holds apparent- 
ly steady to the basis of 1314@13%c. 

STARCH.—Another advance of 10 
points, making the third within the 
month, has been announced in corn 
starch, establishing the market at 1.95c. 
in bags and 2.10c. in bbls. The upward 
course of values is attributed to the 
position of corn and the improved de- 
mand, but the abatement of powerful 
competion is undoubtedly a factor in 
the recovery of the market. The cur- 
rent basis is the highest since last 
January. Little interest is manifested 
in other items, but values are apparent- 
ly steady, as listed. 

TAPIOCA AND SAGO FLOUR.—The 
late firmness of the market for tapioca 
flour has been augmented by the receipt 
ofnews thatasteamer, the nameof which 
was not disclosed, carrying a special lot 
of flour for this market from Java, had 
been wrecked. The Java crop is re- 
ported to have been largely reduced by 
heavy floods. We are advised of good 
sales for shipment at 2\%c., c. and f. 
The high grades on spot are in low sup- 
ply and for these 244@3c. is named. 
Some lower grades are available around 
2c. Sago flour is quiet, but sustained 
at 1%@2c. 

TARTAR EMETIC.—The strength of 
the raw material continues to impart 
a firm tone to this market and in sev- 
eral quarters 23@24c. is maintained, but 
we hear of limited lots yet available 
at 22c. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—The position of the 
metal market offered no basis for a 
change in crystals on the first of the 
month and the August schedule remains 
in effect as follows:—Bbls., 23%4c.; kegs, 
24c.; jars, 25c. 

TURMERIC.—The lightness of spot 
stocks and the limited extent of the 
offerings from abroad are the factors 
of strength in this market. London 
is also reported to be at a low level of 
supplies. The late arrivals of Madras 
and Pubna varieties are still available 
from store at 4\4c. for the former and 
at 3%c. for the latter. We are advised 
that some Pubna is obtainable at 3t4c. 
The Calcutta Capital reports in a late 
issue that the export demand has 
slightly increased and that supplies of 
Bengal sorts are small. 

ZINC DUST.—A lot is due within a 
few days, which is held at 5%4c. from 
dock. Goods from store in Brooklyn 
are available at the same figure.

Classification of Certain Minerals. 
Washington, Sept. 1, 1905, 


A controversy of several years’ standing 
as to the proper dutiable classification of 
an important class of minerals which are 
coming into extensive use in various 
chemical operations, in the production of 
paints and coloring matter and as alloys 
in the manufacture of iron and steel, has 
been finally determined by the Attorney 
General in favor of the importers. The 
case is that of the United States vs. the 
Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany of New York, the merchandise being 
a consignment of ferrochrome, ferrotung- 
sten, ferromolybdenum and_  ferrovan- 
adium. 

The importation was assessed for duty 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem as unwrought 
metals, but was claimed by the importer 
to be properly duitable at the rate of $4 
per ton by similitude to ferromanganese 
under the provisions of paragraph 122 of 
the tariff act. The collector’s decision 
was appealed from and the case was 
taken to the Board of General Appraisers, 
where it was decided in favor of the im- 
porters. The board held that the question 
had been ruled upon in G. A. 5,188 in the 
case of an importation of ferrochrome, in 
which decision the court had followed the 
case of Dana & Co. vs. United States, in 
which Judge Lacombe hela that ferro- 
chrome was not a “metal unwrought,”’ 
but was dutiable by similitude to ferro- 
manganese. For the reasons stated the 
board therefore sustained the claim of 
the Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Com- 
pany, that the merchandise in question 
was dutiable at $4 per ton. 
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While this case was in. progress a_deci- 
sion was rendered by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the third cir- 
cuit as to similar merchandise that it was 
dutiable as unwrought metals at 20 per 
cent, ad valorem, and the government 
thereupon took an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the board regarding the importa- 
tion of the Roessler & Hasslacher Chem- 
ical Company. The Circuit Court, how- 
ever, sustained the board and an appeal 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
second circuit was taken. That tribunal 
affirmed the decision of the court below, 
holding the articles to be properly duti- 
able at $4 per ton by similitude to ferro- 

manganese. The Court of appeals in par- 
ticular emphasized the difference between 
these articles and unwrought metals, de- 
claring in effect that they were not metals 
but unenumerated mineral substances. 
No article, said the court, should be as- 
sessed for duty as an unwrought metal 
unless it was capable of being wrought 
and inasmuch as these products could not 
be wrought into any useful article but 
were used only for their chemical pro 
erties they could not be held to be dut 
able under nareerae® 183 at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem as claimed by the govern- 
ment. 

Notwithstanding these decisions of the 
courts the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
quested the Attorney General to ap pply to 
the Supreme Court for a writ of cer- 
tiorari. In taking this action the Secre- 
tary was moved by two considerations, 
first, a desire to secure a higher rate of 
duty than $4 per ton and, second, the fact 
that little or no protection is afforded by 
these rates to the American manufactur- 
ers of these products, which are worth 
from $250 to $750 per ton. The department 
also desired to obtain a ruling by the Su- 
preme Court that would take the place of 
the diverse opinions of the United States 
Circuit Courts of Appeals in the second 
and third circuits. otwithstanding these 
considerations, however, the Attorpey 
General, after several months’ investiga- 
tion, has advised the Treasury Depart- 
ment that he has reached the conclusion 
that the interests of the government will 
not be subserved by making the applica- 
tion for the desired writ, as he feels sure 
that it would be refused. With regret, 
therefore, he declines to make the applica- 
tion and advises the department that the 
case may be treated as finally disposed of. 
He adds that he has had a conference 
with the special attorney referred to, who 
substantially concurs with his opinion. 
In view of this decision of the Attorney 
General the Secretary of the Treasury has 
addressed the following communication to 
the collector at New York:— 


“The Department is in receipt of a report of 
the United States Attorney for the Souchern 
District of New York, in which he states that 
the case of the United States vs. the Roessler 
& Hasslacher Chemical Co. was recently de- 
cided in the U. 8. Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the second circuit adversely to the gov- 
ernment, 

“The merchandise in the suit consisted of 
certain ferrochrome, ferrotungsten, ferro- 
molybdenum, ferrovanadium, which were as- 
sessed for duty as ‘metals, unwrought’ at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 183 of the act of July 24, 1897. The 
importers protested, claiming the merchandise 
to be dutiable under paragraph 122 of the 
same act at the rate of $4 per ton by virtue 
of its similitude to ferromanganese, which 
claim was sustained by the U. S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, thereby affirming the decision of 
the U. 8S. Circuit Court below. 

“The Attorney General advises this Depart- 
ment that no further proceedings will be di- 
rected in this case. You are, therefore, here- 
by authorized to forward the usual certified 
statement for refund of the duties exacted in 
excess in settlement thereof.’’ 


The American manufacturers of these 
products have assented to the Attorney 
General’s conclusions with great reluct- 
ance and it is among the possibilities that 
another test case may be brought in the 
future in some other judicial district with 
a view to carrying it on appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. The Treas- 
ury officials are disappointed at the action 
of the Attorney General, but until fur- 
ther notice all collectors will follow the 
department’s instructions to the collector 
at New York, as outlined in the letter 
above quoted.
